Organized in 1863 


The Centenary Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Auburndale is celebrating 
the Seventieth Anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the society. During the 
month of October the many organiza- 
tions connected with the church have 
been observing the Anniversary un- 
der the leadership of the pastor, Ma- 
son W. Sharp. Last Sunday morning 
Rev. Charles S. Otto, Superintendent 
of the Boston District of the New 
England conference, was the guest 
speaker. Two anniversary gifts were 
presented to the Church: a beautiful 
new pulpit bible and marker. 

The Anniversary Banquet was held 
Thursday evening when a large gath- 
ering of parishioners enjoyed the pro- 
gram. Bishop and Mrs. Charles W. 
Burns, Dr. and Mrs. Charles S. Otto, 
Rev. and Mrs. Maurice L. Bullock 
were among the invited guests. A 
flue program of music and speaking 
followed the banquet. 


Church helped Centenary Church to 
achieve an enviable record. The 
great expanding program was thus be- 
ing maintained when the World War 
came and disrupted everything, but 
Dr. Ceorge S. Butters, who holds the 
record for the longest pastorate in 
the history of this Church, led his 
people wisely during that world cri- 
sis. The Parish House was in con- 
stant use for war work activities. 

In December, 1923, a new pipe cy- 
gan was presented by Miss Mabel T. 
Eager in memory of her parents, Mr. 
Ceorge R. Eager and Mrs. Olive T. 
Eager. This magnificent instrument 
was dedicated by Bishop Edwin H. 
Hughes. 

Centenary Church has advanced 
steadily in membership and influence. 
Its loyal officials and leaders, its un- 
surpassed choirs, its young people’s 
program, and its fine congregation, in- 
dicate a promising future.

The Anniversary celebration will 
continue next Sunday when Dr. L. O. 
Hartman of Boston will preach at the 
morning worship. Dr. Hartman is the 
editor of the Zion’s Herald, and is one 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in America. 

The history of the church is an in- 
teresting story. 

In the summer of 1860 an Auburn- 
dale man named John Mero was con- 
verted at the Sterling camp meeting. 
He came home and opened his house 
for prayer and class meetings. The 
little group thus gathered rented the 
Riverside Academy building 
Charles Street, and on November 4, 
1860, invited the Rev. Isaac Jenni- 
son, Methodist pastor of Natick, to 
preach. Through that winter Meth- 
odist pastors from surrounding vil- 
lages preached as they were able. 

From May, 1861, to July. 1866 the 
work was carried on in a hall which 
was on the corner of Lexington Street 
and Melrose Avenue. At the New 
England Annual Conference In April, 
1862, the Rev. J. Emory Round was 
appointed as the regular pastor. He 
was. a young man and was instrumen- 
tal in developing the infant Church 
but not until June 1, 1863, do we find 
him organizing a Methodist Episcopal 
Church. This he did with twelve 
people, known for years as "The 
Twelve Disciples.” Their names were 
George L. Bourne. Priscilla Bourne, 
John Deavail, Hannah Deavall, An- 
thony Holbrook. Charlotte I. Hol- 
brook, Elizabeth Jackson, Ella Thomp- 
son, Dorcas Maguire, Mary Cook 
Charles Ricker and William Hubbard. 

In the summer of 1865 the hall 
burned and the little company ac- 
cepted the gracious invitation of the 
Congregational Church, then a sturdy 
twelve-year-old. to worship with them 
until they could make arrangements 
for a meeting place. This arrange- 
ment was followed for nearly two 
years. During the interim the lot on 
Central Street was purchased, ground 
was broken with proper ceremonies 
in November, 1866, and the founda- 
tion stone laid on Christmas Day of 
that year. That year being the cen- 
tennial year of Methodism in America 
the now Church was appropriately 
named "Centenary.” The lender in 
the enterprise was the Rev. C. W. 
Cushing, a Methodist minister who 
was a resident principal of Lasell 
Seminary. He and the Rev. W. F. 
Mnllulieu (afterward Bishop) were 
the speakers nt the stone-laying. In 
the spring the auditorium unit was 
dedicated, the sermon being preached 
by the Rev. F. S. Deliuas of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. 

The yeurs which followed with such 
leaders us Dr. Charles H. Parkburst. 
who later in life achieved deserved 
fame as the brilliant editor of Zion’s 
Hrftild, and Rev. James W. Bashford, 
whose later career us president of 
Ohio Wesleyan University and as 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopul

For City Workers 


Thirty city employees who have | 
been idle for many months were put 
to work Tuesday on the construction ' 
of drains and a sewer in conjunc- j 
tion with the Hammond Pond Park- j 
way at Chestnut Ilill. It is expected 
that tliis work will give about two 
months’ employment to those engaged 
on it. 


In a ringing message to the hun- 
dreds of workers in the Community 
Chest campaign who gathered Tues, 
night at the Newton High School to 
open the Chest’s $213,000 campaign 
for funds to meet the needs of its 
fourteen member agencies during 1934. 
Bishop Francis J. Spellman, pastor of 
the Sacred Heart Church in Newton 
Centre, declared that charity was the 
bond uniting all religions, and called 
upon the people of Newton to support 
the Chest not merely because of the 
benefit which will accrue to those who 
need relief but also because of the 
satisfaction that comes from giving 
to help others. 

Bishop Spellman emphasized the 
fact that there are hundreds of fami- 
lies in Newton who heed the assist- 
ance of Community Chest relief or- 
ganizations because they would rather 
starve than ask for public aid. Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks, who outlined the work 
which the city is doing in extending 
relief, pointed out that the city’s ac- 
tivities were necessarily limited by 
law and that the maintenance of 
morale during the coming year would 
depend upon the family welfare, 
health, and character building agen- 
cies of the Community Chest. Leon 
B. Rogers. President of the Chest 
spoke briefly of the work of each 
agency and announced that prior to 
the opening of the campaign approxi- 
mately $33,000 had already been con- 
tributed by a group of citizens who 
wished to make their gifts in advance. 
Mr. Rogers emphasized the fact that 
those who had already given had done 
so with the same generosity that char- 
acterized the response to the appeal 
of the Chest a year ago. 

The first report meetings of the vil- 
lage committees will be held this eve- 
ning at the various local headquarters 
which have been established in each 
village. On Monday evening the 
workers will gather again at a gen- 
eral meeting in the High School audi- 
torium to make a second report and 
to see how far the campaign all over 
the city hns progressed. There will 
be additional report meetings at the 
various local headquarters on Wed- 
nesday evening. November Sth. and 
the final report at the High School 
will be made on Friday. November 
10th.

Forty Protest 
Against Proposed 
Paint Factory 


At Hearing Conducted 
Board of Appeal 


Weeks Campaign 
Committee Is 
Made Public 


By! Well-Known Citizens Included 
In List Announced Today 


Forty residents and property own- 
ers of the Nonantum section were 
present at City Hall on Monday after- 
noon to protest against the applica- 
tion of the First National Bank of 
Boston to use the property at 80 
Bridge street, Nonantum. for the 
manufacture, storage and sale of 
paints, varnishes, lacquers and enam- 
els. The property was formerly part 
of the big textile plant of the Sax- 
ony Worsted Company and in past 
years was occupied by the Shepherd 
Worsted Mill. It comprises a large 
frame and brick structure and some 
smaller frame buildings. The hear- 
ing was held before the Board of Ap- 
peal of Newton comprised of C. Ray 
Cabot, C. A. Sawyer. Jr., and John 
Kellar. Mr. Kellar served as sub- 
stitute for Lewis H. Bacon, regular 
member of the Board who is absent 
in the South because of his health. 
Mr. Cabot served as chairman. Pres- 
ent also were Buildings Commissioner 
Hagemann and Chief Randlett of the 
Fire Department. During the hear- 
ing Alderman T. Morton Gallagher 
arrived. 

Mr. Cabot explained to those pres- 
ent the purpose of the hearing. He 
stated that on October 4th the First 
National Bank had made application 
to use the premises for the purposes 
specified, but Mr. Hagemann at once 
refused the application because the 
zoning ordinance of Newton specific- 
: ally prohibits a paint factory within 
j the limits of this city. The petition- 
1 er. taking advantage of legislation 
I passed this year, then took an imme- 
; diate appeal to the Newton Board 
I of Appeal. Mr. Cabot stated that five 
years ago the Board of Appeal bad 
granted a permit for a paint factory 
within the city limits. But. this fac- 
tory is located in a swamp at the 
Waltham line, isolated from residen- 
ces. He said that although the law 
states that only abuttors need be 
notified of such a hearing, he had 
requested the Buildings Commission- 
er to notify a considerable number 
of Nonantum residents, and that if it 
is felt that insufficient notice has 
been given to residents of that dis- 
trict. the Board of Appeal is willing 
to give further opportunity for the 
registration of objections. 

J. Edward Theriault of Bridge 
street asked Mr. Cabot if the Board 
of Appeal has the power to authorize 
the requested use of the property, at 
variance with the zoning ordinance, 
and what power the Board of Aider- 
men has in^the matter? Mr. Cabot 
explained that the Board of Appeal 
has power to vary the ordinance in 

this respect, but that if it did. the 

objectors can apply to the court for 
an injunction. He said the only pow- 
er invested in the Board of Aldermen 
in the matter is to grant or refuse 
a permit to the petitioner for the 
storage of inflammable fluids on the 
premises. Such fluids would be nec- 
essary for^tlie conduct of the busi- 
ness. He 'also gave the information 
that the First National Bank intends 
to lease the property to the Packard 
Paint Company; this company to have 
the option of purchase. The com- 
pany is now operating in a former 
brewery at Roxburv. 

Foster E. Allison of Boston, attor- 
ney for the First National Bank, said 
that the objections against the pro- 
posed use of the property are based 
on its alleged creation of a fire haz- 
ard and odors which might come 
from it. He said the place would not 
become a nuisance, that proper pre- 
cautions would be taken to safeguard 
any fire hazards, that the locus is in 
an industrial zone with three factor- 
ies adjoining, and that the property 
has been idle for a long time ami it 
is 'difficult to rent it.

NEWTON OUTPLAYS 
QUINCY 16 TOO ON 
TWO UNUSUAL PLAYS 

Newton high emerged n 16 to 0 vic- 
tor over Quincy high Inst Saturday 
at Dickinson stadium, Newtonville, in 
a game in which neither eleven 
played particularly smart football. 
Two of the Newton scores were the 
result of unusual plays with the final 
tally coming at the end of a fifty-yard 
march. Captain Charley Thompson and 
his mates started from the opening 
whistle with an aggressiveness which 
set Quincy hack in their own terri- 
tory. On getting the hall the New- 
ton attack functioned to reach the 
Quincy 5-yard stripe where it stalled 
and the visitors took the ball. At- 
tempting to kick from behind his 
own goal-line quarterback Asnes boot- 
ed the hall almost straight up into 
the air. As it descended behind the 
goalline Jonathan Raehrig. Newton 
guard, dashed underneath the hall 
and caught it for a Newton touch- 
down less than five yards from where 
Asnes hooted it. Charlie Flagg then 
place kicked the point after to send 
Newton away to a 7 to 0 lead within 
the first five minutes of play. 

Again late In the third period Quin- 
cy was kicking from behind their 
goalline. On this occasion the pass 
from centre was poor and Asnes fum- 
bled it. As it bounced around on the 
ground ho swung his foot at it in 
an attempt to kick it out ot the end 
zone onto the field of play. It glanced 
off the side of his foot and outside 
the end zone for an automatic safety. 
Newton linemen were unsuccessful in 
their attempt to cover the hall for a 
touchdown as it bobbed crazily 
around. The two points boosted the 
Newton score to nine. 

Midway of the final period Newton 
received the hall near midfield on a 
Quincy kick. Charlie Flagg. Newton 
quarterback, immediately took to the 
air. Three successful forward passes 
in eight plays gained practically the 
entire distance as the five line plays 
netted about seven yards which were 
largely offset by an offside penalty of 
five yards against the orange and 
black eleven. Flagg’s first toss was 
to Feola for a 14-yard gain. His next 
to Miller for IS yards and the third 
to Miller again for 13 yards and the 
touchdown. Kulesca rushed through 
the line for the point after for New- 
ton's sixteenth point. 

Quincy won the toss and elected to 
receive with Castoldi kicking off for 
Newton and booting the hall over the 
goal. Quincy put it In play on the 
20-yard line and failing to gain in two 
plays kicked to Flagg at midfield. 
Flagg reached the Quincy 37 yard 
line before being hauled down. A 
i short pass, Flagg to Mascia. netted 
seven yards and a 22-yard romp 
through a big hole at the Quincy 
right tackle hv Treannie gave New- 
ton an opportunity. Flagg and Mas- 
cia picked up four yards in three 
tries and Mascia lost a yard on an end 
sweep to give Quincy the ball on 
downs on their 5-vard stripe. Here 
the freak play occurred with Roehrig 
displaying quick football intelligence 
' in rushing in to seize the punt from 
among n wondering group of both 
i Newton and Quincy players. Flagg’s 
place kick was square between the 
1 uprights. Castoldi again kicked off. 
and after a few plays Quincy kicked. 
Frazier fumbled the hall on the New- 
ton 48 and Densmore recovered for 
Quincy. An attempted pass was in- 
tercepted by Treannie who fought 
ills way back to midfield after a quick 
start. Newton was off side on the 
play, however, and the ball was re- 
turned to Quincy’s possession. A few 
plays later a Newton secondary de- 
fence player knocked down a Quincy 
pass receiver before the pass reached 
him and the interference gave Quincy 
a first down on the Newton 30-yard 
marker. Treannie stopped two plays, 
one for a gain and one for a loss of 
four yards and on the next play Cas- 
toldi knifed through to nail Asnes 
for a 10-yard loss as he was about to 
pass. Daley kicked to Frazier on 
the Newton 20-yard line and the New- 
ton hack was hauled down after a 
short runback. Newton was penal- 
ized to the 4-yard line for roughing 
the kicker and Conch Sanborn sent 
in Sanderson Sloane, Newton’s best 
punter who had been out of action 
with a broken wrist for a couple of 
weeks. Sloane kicked out of danger. 
A few plays Inter the period ended 
after Quincy had rushed twelve yards 
for a first down on the Newton 10- 
yard line. 

Daley made two yards on the first 
play of the second period hut on the 
next play was tossed for a loss of 
eight yards as lie fumbled and recov- 
ered on a criss-cross play.

Captain Charley 
Thompson, whose play against Quincy 
apparently suffered from the fact that 
he was wearing an especially con- 
structed jacket to protect a misplaced 
rib, will he in his usual place at cen- 
tre against Rindge. 

Coach Sanborn has shifted some of 
the players in the hackfield and has 
two goups which he may use alternate- 
ly as units. The starting quartet will 
have Charlie Mascia at the number 
one position. Charlie Flagg and Hal- 
lett at the two and three berths and 
Frazier at the number four position. 
Hallett. who got a good chance to 
show his ability against Quincy, will 
have another opportunity to show that 
he can he a consistent ground-gainer. 

The alternate group which Coach 
Sanborn will use is lighter but speed- 
ier than the first quartet. It will be 
comprised of “Babe” Feola. Treannie, 
Louis Miller, and Sandy Sloane with 
the latter doing the punting. The 
Newton conch and his assistants have 
hopes that the shift will produce re- 
sults and that with tlie addition of a 
few new plays the Newton eleven 
will he returned the winner over 
Rindge.

New Religious Nursery 

School at West Newton 



A religious nursery school, an en- 
tirely new undertaking In this State, 
is in session daily from nine until 
twelve at the Second Church in New- 
ton. of which Dr. Boynton Merrill is 
minister and Mr. Frank H. Grebe the 
director of religious education. 

The school, meeting in the par- 
ish house, using the church 
equipment and the children’s 
chapel, is a development of the 
church’s plan whereby children 
learn that religion is a part of 
everyday living, not an attitude 
especially reserved for the Sun- 
day session of the church school. 

It seemed to the committee 
of education, of which Mr. Rich- 
ard B. Cole Js chairman and 
Mrs. Charles iCt. Cutler secretary, 
that this purpose would best be 
accomplished by having con- 
nected with the church a day 
school in which children could 
face the ordinary problems of 
living and at the same time 
learn that religion and the solu- 
tion of the problems are closely 
associated. The executive com- 
mittee, to which the plan was 
submitted for final approval, 
voted unanimously for it. Repre- 
senting the will of the parish, 
this committee is composed of 
Mr. Thomas Weston, moderator.

The school helps the children of 
the parish develop the initiative, 
self-control, and the cooperative spir- 
it so essential to happiness in a com- 
plex society.

The first hour is 
spent outdoors in the use of the 
slide and other apparatus in as many 
ways as vivid childish imaginations 


suggest. The second hour is given 
over to mori> quiet occupations — stor- 
ies or music or block building, wor- 
ship, lunch and rest. The last hour 
of the morning Is again, when the 
weather permits, spent outdoors. 


CHILDREN’S CHAPEL CHANCEL 

The church nursery school is but 
one unit of the Second Church plan. 
The principal of the school, Esther 
Colby Sweet, is available daily for 
conferences with parents or with 
those interested in the school, and 
has also in her charge the Sunday 
session, which is conducted along the 
lines of the daily school. A program 
of interest to all parents of preschool 
children in the parish is being in- 
itiated. 

In the month it has been in ses- 
sion the school has fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of the church, as it has 
given the children a sense of belong- 
ing to the church, and has taught 
iliem that happiness and religion are 
closely allied. 


Forty Protest 

Against Factory 

(Continued from Page 1) 

J. Edward Theriault said that if the 
First National Bank wants the good 
will of the people of Newton it should 
withdraw the application. He said 
Nonantum people will gladly co-oper- 
ate with the bank to bring any de- 
sirable Industry into the premises, but 
Nonantum does not want an industry 
which the First National Bank knows 
would be a fire hazard and the source 
of objectionable odors. He said that 
he represented Rev. Joseph Robi- 
chaud of St. Jean Evangelist Church 
of Nonantum where protests had been 
made against the abdication on Sun- 
day. Serg. Andrew Moran of the 
Newton police department, whose res- 
idence adjoins the locus of the pro- 
posed paint factory, presented a peti- 
tion signed by twenty residents and 
property owners of Bridge street pro- 
testing against the application. He 
said the paint factory would be a fire 
hazard and health menace. James 
Delaney of 661 Washington street 
also protested in behalf of himself 
and his two brothers who own prop- 
erty in the vicinity. 

John Finelli. representing the New- 
ton Citizens Club with a membership 
of over 200. also objected. He said 
the paint factory would employ few 
persons and these would come from 
outside Newton. He said the odors 
from the factory would be injurious 
to the health of Nonantum. He stat- 
1 ed that even now, on damp days, the 
, odors from a paint factory in Bemis, 
a half mile distant, waft into Nonnn- 
tum and that persons residing in Wa- 
tertown. near the Beniis factory, have 
applied for an injunction to abolish 
the nuisance it creates. Mr. Cabot 
asked Mr. Finelli how near the new 
school on Nevada street would be to 
the proposed paint factory? Mr Fin- 
elli estimated about a quarter of a 
mile. 

E. F. Stevens of the Raytheon Com- 
pany of 55 Chapel street. Nonantum, 
stated that his company manufacture 
radio tubes and employs S50 persons 
at the present time, half of whom are 
residents of this city. He said that 
the proposed paint factory would come 
within 15 feet of the Raytheon build- 
ing and would be an unnecessary fire 
hazard. He explained that his com- 
panv uses very specialized maciiinerj 
which would be quite difficult to re- 
place. P. Joseph Murphy of Dalby 
street objected to the paint factory. 
He said the people of his neighbor- 
hood are already bothered by odors 
from the oil burning equipment at a 
Chapel street factory and women com- 
plain of soot gathering on articles 
hung out to dry after washings. 

Anthony G. Sullivan of Bridge 
street said lie can’t understand why a 
corporation such as the First Nation- 
al Bank of Boston seeks to break 
down Newton’s zoning ordinance and 
establish a paint factory in the midst 
of tii-' mosi congi sted residence sec- 
tion of this city. He called attention 
to the fact that most paint factories 
are located on niarsli areas, away 
from residences. C. A. Sawyer. Jr., 
of the Board of Appeal asked Mr. Al- 
lison about certain details of the 
manufacturing processes used by the 
paint company, hut Mr. Allison said 
he was not acquainted with these de- 
tails Francis Turner of Bridge 
street, who resides opposite the pro- 
posed locus of the paint factory, ob- 
jected because of the odors which 
would come from it He said there is 
a fire hazard there now. as he has 
seen large sparks belching from the 
smoke stuck at the adjoiulng factory 
which is quite close to the location 
asked for the paint factory. Benjam- 
in O. Rue of the Futurity Tread Com- 
pany also objected to the paint fac- 
tory. He said that the cotton picking 
machinery in his factory is but 15

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POLITICAL CONTESTS 


We have always been an adherent to the policy that contests 
for political office make for better government. It is apparent 
that there will be contests for all the offices to be filled at the 
municipal election on December 12th. While the mayoralty con- 
test, of which more will be said later on in the campaign, over- 
shadows by far the contests for aldermanic and school com- 
mittee seats these latter contests are of importance. The can- 
didates for these offices, opposing those who are candidates 
for re-election, are both well-known and little-known. Un- 
doubtedly the winning contestants may in some cases be carried 
into office by the mayoralty vote along with their own personal 
popularity in the particular district they represent. It will 
also make for better government if the voters make it a point 
to base their vote for these men upon the candidate’s ability 
as they undoubtedly will in the mayoralty contest. 


LIQUOR LEGISLATION 

The Special Recess Commission of the State Legislature 
which was assigned the task of framing liquor legislation to be 
enacted to care for the situation following the anticipated re- 
peal of the 18th Amendment, has made its report. The report, 
some fifty-six pages in length, apparently has two main objec- 
tives in mind. First, to enact a law or set fcf laws that can be 
enforced and secondly to enact a law that will wipe out the 
opportunity for bootlegging and illicit liquor traffic. There 
are many minor details which will be ironed out at the coming 
special session of the Legislature. The large majority of Massa- 
chusetts residents voiced their disapproval of the “noble ex- 
periment’’ but it should be remembered that included in that 
majority were many temperance advocates. There is a great 
and important difference between prohibition and temper- 
ance. 

A LOSS TO THE COMMUNITY 

The recent death of George M. Fiske is a distinct loss to the 
community. He was the solid type of citizen that helped to 
make Newton what it is today. 


Red Cross Home 
Hygiene Classes 

With the end of summer has come 
the closing of the Red Cross Life 
Saving classes and with the fall 
season has come the opening of the 
First Aid classes and classes in Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick which 
will be continued by the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross through- 
out the winter. 

Dr. Egon E. Kattwinkel of Auburn- 
dale is the Chapter adviser in con- 
nection with the First Aid work and 
Mrs. Wilson G. Smillie of Waban is 
the chairman of the Home Hygiene 
and Care of the Sick committee. 
Miss H. Margaret Norcross has 
charge of the organization and con- 
duct of these classes. The classes 
given are of the highest standard 
and are regulation Red Cross courses. 

A person who completes a First 
Aid course and receives a certificate 
will know how to apply simple band- 
ages, treat shock, and give other 
necessary assistance between the 
time of an accident and the arrival 
of the doctor. Many lives have been 
saved throughout the country by the 
efforts of people who have had this 
simple but effective training in First 
Aid. 

A person who completes a Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick course 
and receives a certificate will know 
how to make a patient comfortable, 
count pulse and respiration, read a 
clinical thermometer, make a sick- 
bed, prepare a poultice, and do many 
other things about the home and 
sick-room that will mean comfort for 
the sick person and better home con- 
ditions in trying times. 

Last year 4 Home Hygiene and 
Care of the Sick classes were con- 
ducted in different parts of Newton 
and 8 First Aid classes. Those who 
participated in the classes were Boy 
and Girl Scouts, the Red Cross Motor 
Corps and several groups of young 
women who applied for the course. 
In uddition, Miss Norcross gave 
health talks in connection with the 
Americanization classes.

In the brief period of time which has elapsed since the introduc- 
tion of the new marking system, teachers have seen n decided im- 
provement In the effort and attitude of many of the pupils in their 
classes. 

Such a system requires of teachers more intensive child study, 
effort to arouse genuine interest and grent care to hold all to their 
best efforts. It will admit of no "soft pedagogy.” 

When the absence of the traditional marking of papers with 
letters or percentages lias taught the pupils of Newton to strive for 
the joy of working nnd the gaining of knowledge rather than be- 
coming the best in the class, it will be of the greatest value to both 
teachers and those being taught. 

The following statements are typical of the teachers’ reactions 
to the new system: — 

"To me it seems a tremendous step forward. Learning for the 


love of lenrning is the spirit to be encournged. Many of the evils of 
competition such ns jealousy, feelings of superiority nnd inferiority, 
and cheating, tend now to be eliminated." 

"If teachers will concentrate on improving the individual child’s 
knowledge on a given subject, nnd forget whether or not thnt 
knowledge would grade A, B or C, the child will know as much at the 
end of the year and will have attained his knowledge in a happier 
atmosphere." 

"Teaching is more interesting — one studies personalities and their 
growth more closely — a child's potentialities are not so frequently 
overlooked." 

"When one does not have to consider the delicate shading be- 
tween ‘B’ and *C* and the consequent effect of the mark on the child, 
he does not feel so hampered in his efforts to encourage a poor 
student." 

Tlie following quotation from a teacher sums up the situation; 

"I should like to say that if you have never taught a class for 
whom you did not have to keep marks, you have never really ex- 
perienced the pure joy of teaching. If you have never been able to 
devote the time that you usually use for the recording of marks 
to the development of new activities, carrying out new inspirations 
for achievements, and new ways in which you believe that you can 
help a student overcome his particular difficulties; if, for at least 
a half year you have never had the joy of entering the classroom 
with the zest that comes from feeling. ‘I’m here to teach — no marks 

I have all the time to give myself — to teach them to love this work 

to show them how much I love it — to teach them to see its rela- 
tion to their everyday life’ — if you have never known this, then 
the real thrill of teaching is still in store for you!" 


About Town

The excellent conduct which the 
youth of Newton displayed for some 
years past in their observance of Hal- 
lowe’en unfortunately did not con- 
tinue last Tuesday night. Hoodlum- 
ism and vandalism were Indulged in. 
From 8.03 o’clock on that night until 
2.17 Wednesday morning fourteen 
false fire alarms w’ere received. A 
resident of Rangeley Road, West New- 
ton, was assaulted by a gang of young 
hoodlums when he remonstrated with 
them for breaking windows in an ad- 
joining house. One of the most con- 
temptible acts "pulled off” on Hallo- 
we’en night was the malicious break- 
ing of milk and tonic bottles on 
streets to damage tires of passing 
automobiles. This type of vandalism 
was apparent on Pearl street where a 
gang of boys between 12 and 16 years 
old broke bottles at the Intersections 
of Gardner and Washburn streets and 
at Jackson road. Any boy who will 
descend to this kind of "fun” has a 
real mean streak in him. He knows 
that most persons today cannot afford 
to purchase new automobile tires 
unnecessarily. Particularly persons 
who ordinarily drive automobiles 
along Pearl street. Any reasonable 
man or woman enjoys seeing boys 
and girls indulging in good natured 
fun and harmless pranks on Hallo- 
we’en. But those who take advan- 
tage of Hallowe’en to indulge in law- 
lessness and the wilful destruction of 
other people’s property should he 
properly punished. And the punish- 
ment should not consist of a kindly 
lecture by a probation officer. 

Because of the economic depression 
and unfair competition from automo- 
bile busses and trucks the railroads 
of this country have been "in the 
red" for some years. Various plans 
have been and are being considered 
to relieve their financial distress. 
One plan proposes to co-ordinate all 
the railroads of the country into sev- 
en huge systems. According to this 
plan the railroads would sh ow a prof- 
it of $500,000,000 yearly instead of a 
deficit of $250,000,000. Also the plan 
would cause 300,000 more railrond em- 
ployees to lose the jobs that most of 
them have had for twenty and more 
years. These men would be pensioned 
on half or two-thirds pay for two 
years, and during that period an ef- 
fort would be made to find jobs for 
them. This last phase of the plan 
is ridiculous when one knows that 
for the past three years hundreds of 
thousands of former railroad employ- 
ees have been idle and no jobs have 
been found for them. 

The interesting thing about this 
plan Is— that it is proposed by a man 
who is allegedly the wealthiest resi- 
dent of New England. A man who 
has lived in regal style most of his 
long life, maintaining palatial resi- 
dences and big estates not only in 
tills country but also in France. A 
man who owns costly private yachtH 
and lias lived luxuriously. If this old 
man lives several years longer he 
may see, among other radical 
changes, a more equitable distribu- 
tion of wealth to correct the economic 
evils responsible for the present 
chaos. 

Mud slinging und scandul spreading 
in political campaigns is supposed to 
he resorted to in communities popu- 
lated by persons of inferior type. In 
former years Newtou was free from 
such political activity, hut during the 
pust few years these despicable meth- 
ods have become evident in this city. 
Ami in those sections of the city 
whore the residents pride themselves 
on their suciul standing and supposed 
refinement. These nasty tactics are 
also being used in the present mayor- 
alty campaign. Those witii "poison 
tongues" will reulize on election duy, 
if not before, thut smearing smut is 
repugnant to decent people und will 
lose more votes thun it will guin. 


Tlie feared menace of speeding 
traffic on the new Worcester turn- 
pike is proving a reality. Within a 
week one man was killed and an- 
other seriously Injured while cross- 
ing the pike in the Thompsonville dis- 
trict at Newton Centre. Automobile 
accidents are regularly and frequent- 
ly occurring on Washington st. where 
speeding is common. More deaths and 
more accidents must be expected until 
proper protection is ngain given to res- 
idents of this city. In former years 
eight motorcycle policemen in this 
city served to keep speeders and reck- 
less drivers in check. This number 
was reduced to two, notwithstanding 
that two additional high speed thor- 
oughfares were built in the city. Both 
these traffic officers are on duty days. 
No motorcycle officer is on duty nights. 
Apparently, economy is considered 
more important than human lives and 
the safety of the public. 


Now, that the brilliant foliage has 
gone from the maple trees, the less 
striking beauty of the foliage on the 
oaks is noticed and appreciated. 

The kindhearted folks who urge the 
abolition of capital punishment will 
not want to see the bandit who killed j 
an 82 year old man at Cambridge ex- 
ecuted. They would demand that he 
be given a life sentence in jail. And 
he would probably be paroled after a 
few years. 

Both Mr. Drake and Mr. Hodgdon, 
candidates for the office of Mayor, ; 
have delivered severe denunciations 1 
against Mayor Weeks’ administration. 
And the amusing thing is that both 
are aiding the Mayor by running. 1 
They will serve to split the anti- ' 
Weeks vote.

Food Contract 

West 
Newton, was awarded the contract 
to supply food to Newton families 
during November who are dependent 
on the Welfare Department of this 
city. Guzzi was the lowest bidder 
and received the contract for fur- 
nishing the food in September. Last 
month the Newton Centre Market 
hud the contract. Cashman & Gins- 
berg of Newton Lower Falls were the 
lowest bidders for November but 
Mayor Weeks awarded the contract 
to Guzzi on the contention that ho 
has better facilities for handling the 
delivery of food.

Paying the Piper 

Apprehension is felt that repeal of 
prohibition will be followed by an 
exhibition of bacchanalian madness 
throughout the country. Were it not 
for the deplorable consequences of 
such an event one might chuckle at 
the "wet" leaders who are among 
those expressing fear. One would 
expect them at least to keep silent 
under the circumstances and not give 
staunch "drys” an opening for, 
“There, we told you so!” 

Without embarking on the danger- 
ous and uncharted sea of prophecy 
let us look at certain facts. Import- 
ed alcoholic beverages will have to 
he relied upon since the stock in this 
country has dwindled and cannot meet 
the probable demand, if one expects 
those who Indulged before prohibi- 
tion to return to their favorite brands.

Importers and 
wholesale and retail dealers will ex- 
pect and obtain a profit. Pile these 
indisputable facts together and see 
how the inevitable high prices har- 
monize with financial resources of 
drinkers. Orgies are costly. How 
are they to be held when the money 
has ceased to roll in? 

It is quite natural that alarms 
should be felt on both sides as the 
day of probable appeal approaches. 
However, it may well be remembered 
that if the rules of decent behavior 
offer no restraint to some people lack 
of funds can make them behave. 
With such a powerful detriment in 
plain view I doubt if we need worry. 


Hitting High In English 

Flowery lunguuge must have had a 
strong uppeul among writers for the 
theatre more than hnlf-u-century ago, 
judging from the collection of gor- 
geous words I find in u copy of "The 
State, journal of music and drama, 
etc,” published in New York City in 
1869. My long-time friend "Hal"

the grateful possessor. It reveals the 
lost (Heaven he praised) art gar- 
nishing trite subjects. Let it be a 
warning to all who seek to attain 
top-speed in dishing-out English. 

As u mild beginning, tuke this one: 
"Wallaek’s Theutre has opened with 
oven a guyer und brighter prestige 
thun it lias seen in many a season.

Talks on Social 
Problems Of Day 

Prof. David Vaughan, lecturer on 
sociology In the Boston University 
School of Theology was the afternoon 
speaker at the monthly meeting of the 
Womnn’s Association of the Newton- 
ville Methodist Church on Wednes- 
day. Speaking on "The Challenge of 
a New Day,” Prof. Vaughan pointed 
to the many ways in which man’s 
creative imagination has plared him 
on a higher scale than that of primi- 
tive peoples who were more poorly 
equipped than the beasts of the jun- 
gle. Machinery, both the telescope 
and the microphone, photography, the 
telephone, nnd the air and water craft 
are some of the results of this crea- 
tive power in human beings. 

The speaker stressed the danger 
of too much suppression of the ego 
which results in an inferiority com- 
plex often covered by an illegitimate 
try for a place in the limelight. He 
also spoke strongly for co-educational 
schools in higher education because 
students are then at the mating age. 
He regrets that the largest families 
are usually the results of marriages 
where the parents are not on the 
highest scale socially and biologically. 

The world needs reconditioning 
which is a job for the psychiatrist. 
Kindliness and good will should be 
his weapons. Unity should be sought.

Samuel Thurber, vice-president of 
the Harvard Teachers’ Association, 
was elected President of the Newton 
Men’s Educational Association at its 
annual meeting hold at Wollosley 
Inn, Wednesday, Nov. 1. Mr. Thur- 
ber, who is head of tlie English de- 
partment at Newton High School, is 
widely known as a teacher and edi- 
tor of texts.

The high school skit burlesqued 
"rugged Individualism” and “the co- 
operative nature of the educational 
process” and resulted in the murder 
of Walter Taylor by Carl Swan and 
the arrest of Swan by a uniformed 
member of the Wellesley police force 
amid much spontaneous confusion. 
Although an attempt was made to 
hail Swan the pedagogues declined 
to contribute, feeling, doubtless, that 
Swan was better off if his develop- 
ment were arrested. 

The burlesque of "Character Ed- 
ucation” staged by the John W. 
Weeks group ended in complete mas- 
tery of the teacher by the pupils and 
adjournment to the ball game. 

The meeting was largely attended, 
President Russell V. Burkhardt, prin- 
cipal of the Day Junior High, presid- 
ing. Officers were elected for 1933-34. 
Thomas G. Walters was reappointed 
to the important insurance commit- 
tee and given a vote of thanks for 
his services to the association.

Aldermen Grant 
Filling Station 
On Turnpike 

At Corner of Langley Road in 
Thompsonville 

The regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night was 
scheduled to start at 7:15; It com- 
menced at 8:19. All of the members 
were present except Alderman Farrell. 
Hearings were announced on petitions 
of Ada Yandell to store 350 gallons 
of gasoline at 100 lMne Rld^e Road. 
Wuhan, and Coleman Brothers to store 
1000 gallons of gasoline on Hammond 
Pond Parkway, near Boylston street. 
No opposition appeared against these 
petitions. 

There was no opposition also against 
petitions of the Edison Company for 
permission to remove poles and wires 
on certain streets and replace them 
by wires in underground conduits. Ac- 
cordingly the Aldermen granted the 
permits asked. The locations where 
these changes will be made are — Bea- 
con street between Collins road and 
Woodward street; Windsor Road be- 
tween Beacon street and Kinmouth 
Road; Highland street between Wash- 
ington and Margin streets. 

The Board voted to widen Dedham 
street at Brush Hill Road, Oak Hill, 
and to place a drain in Woodchester 
Drive at Waban Hill. A license for a 
second-class taxi was granted to James 
Ewing. 27 Cummings road. Alderman 
Holden inquired ns to the granting of 
such a license in a residence zone. 
Alderman Hawkins replied that Ewing 
had given an address in a business 
zone, but Hawkins did not state where 
this address is. 

At 8:32 the Board took a recess 
which lasted until 9:17. When the 
meeting was resumed it was an- 
nounced that the petition of the R. H. 
White Company for a permit to erect 
a business building in a single resi- 
dence zone on Commonwealth avenue. 
Chestnut Hill, was held in committee. 
The License Committee reported that 
it had approved the petition of An- 
tonio Signore for a gasoline station 
at 364 Boylston street. Newton Centre, 
opposite Langley Road. Alderman 
McKay said he has spoken several 
times in faVor of limiting the number 
of gasoline stations in the city, and 
if foresight had been exercised in 
past years there would not be such a 
large number of stations as now dot 
the city. He said be has also spoken 
against allowing the new turnpike to 
be converted into a business thorough- 
fare. But, as the locus in question is 
in a business zone, and the proposed 
station would be the first between the 
Brookline and Wellesley lines on the 
south side of the turnpike, he favors 
it. 

The trustees of the Cousens Fund 
were authorized to sell $33,000 of the 
City of Newton bonds and use the 
money obtained for real estate loans. 
They were also authorized to make 
two loans. Alderman Temperly asked 
that the amounts of these loans be 
made known to the Board. After 
President Collins had replied that it 
has not been the practice to announce 
the amount of the loans, City Clerk 
Grant stated that one loan is for $700 
and the other for $4400. 

A hearing was assigned at the 
meeting of December 4 on the petition 
of Anthony Antonucci for a filling 
station at Boylston street. Thompson- 
ville. on the new Worcester turnpike. 
A waiver of setback was granted to 
Charles Hancock for the location of a 
garage at 85 Eliot Avenue, West New-

City To Pay For 
Auto Accidents 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was voted 
to accept Section 4. Chapter 458 of 
the Acts of the 1931 Legislature. This 
act authorizes cities and towns to 
reimburse employees who are found 
liable for damages in automobile acci- 
dents when they are driving cars or 
trucks owned by the city In the per- 
formance of their duties. Alderman 
Grebenstein of the Claims Commit- 
tee. favoring the acceptance of this 
law by Newton said there have been 
many claims against the city in past 
years for accidents in which city em- 
ployees and city owned automobiles 
were involved. The city did not pay 
these claims because it was not le- 
gally liable, but perhaps, justly the 
drivers were liable and those making 
the claims should have been reim- 
bursed. He commented that by ac- 
cepting the act. this matter will be 
straightened out in the future.

Newton Community Water Rates Are 
Chest Drive Nears Again Reduced — 
$100,000 Mark Now at 20 Cents 


Meeting Tonight Expected to 
Show Large Increase 


The first reports brought in by 
workers in the Community Chest 
campaign up to Monday evening show- 
ed a total of $81,000 subscribed to- 
ward the $213,000 goal. Additional 
subscriptions received since then have 
not yet been sufficiently tabulated In 
the Treasurer’s office but a substan- 
tial amount has been added to the 
above figure. 

The second meeting of workers will 
be held tonight in the auditorium of 
the Newton High School. At Mon- 
day’s meeting Leon B. Rogers. Pres- 
ident of the Chest, and Mrs. Ellis 
Spear. Jr. spoke to the workers and 
urged them to go forward with the 
campaign with renewed courage and 
confidence. 

On the basis of returns which have 
ulrqfldv been tabulated. West Newton 
is now in the lead, with a total of 
more than $25,000 secured toward a 
village goal of $42,500. The second 
best report was made by the Waban 
committee who turned in nearly $7,000 
out of a total objective of $15,000. 
Clifford H. Walker, chairman of the 
Waban committee, stated that not 
quite half of the territory had been 
covered by solicitors and that Waban 
anticipated going over the top when 
complete returns were in. 

"We need $132,000 more.” it was 
stated in a bulletin mailed on Tues- 
day to all of the more than 1.000 
workers participating in the drive, 
"and we can get it. We can reach 
the goal by making it our responsi- 
bility to show the people of Newton 
that It is their responsibility to give 
every cent they can to look after the 
sick, the poor, the unemployed, and 
tiie younger generation. Let us. there- 
fore. make the extra effort to con- 
vince the people of Newton that the 
object of their gifts is worthy of gen- 
uine sacrifice. Let us exert ourselves 
to the utmost. We cannot do more 
and we will not do less.” 

Whereas 10,000 contributions to the 
Chest were made last year, it is hoped 
that this year the total number of 
subscriptions will reach 12.000. The 
campaign committee is calling par- 
ticular attention to the fact that pay- 
ments on pledges may be made over 
a period of one.year. and all who can 
give are being urged to distribute 
their donations over the twelve 
months’ period beginning November 
1st last. It is also pointed out that 
inasmuch as no separate committees 
have been organized this year to se- 
cure the gifts of industrial and busi- 
ness organizations and contributions 
of city employees, everyone wishing 
to contribute should. If possible, sign 
the pledge card presented by the 
solicitor who calls upon him and not 
wait to refer the matter to another 
committee.

Aldermen Unanimously Accept 
Mayor’s Recommendation 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a communi- 
cation was received from Mayor 
Weeks in which he recommended that 
the Newton water rate be reduced 11 
percent, making it 20 cents per 100 
cubic feet. In 1931 the water rate 
was reduced 10*£. The Mayor's recom- 
mendation was unanimously accepted 
by the Aldermen. In commenting on 
it. Alderman Jamieson, chairman of 
the special committee on water sup- 
ply said that savings have been ef- 
fected in the conduct of the water 
department and the revenue greatly 
Increased. Since the meter repair 
shop was installed at the Water De- 
partment Building at Newtonville a 
few years ago, 12,000 meters have 
been taken from buildings and in- 
spected. A large percentage of these 
meters were found to be registering 
incorrectly, and they were always reg- 
istering In favor of the consumer. By 
readjusting these meters, a yearly in- 
crease in water revenue of $55,000 
was gained. Jamieson also said that 
a savings of $20,000 yearly will be 
effected in the operation of the new- 
ly equipped pumping station. 

The Mayor’s statement was as fol- 
lows: 

“I hereby recommend that Chapter 
22. Revised Ordinances of 1929 as 
amended October 6. 1 93*> and Decem- 
ber 9. 1931. Section 24S lines 10 to 18 
(Schedule of Rates) be further amend- 
ed as follows: 

"All water Is to be supplied through 
meters at the following rates: For 
consumption averaging daily for three 
months under 1000 cubic ft. per day 
20c per 100 cubic ft. All excess of 
such 1000 cubic ft. per day at 12c 
per 100 cubic ft. Each meter shall 
be subject to a minimum charge of 
$2.25 per quarterly billing period. 

"In submitting this recommenda- 
tion I feel it proper to call to your 
attention certain facts pertaining to 
the Water Department and its develop- 
ment during the past three years 
which are pertinent to this situation 
and to the recommendation I am mak- 
ing. 

"Soon after Mr. Ellis’ appointment 
as Water Commissioner in July 1930, 
a study of the Water Department in- 
dicated that deflnite steps should be 
taken to improve its facilities and 
operation and to increase its supply. 
A program was. therefore, laid out 
and under that program we have (1) 
completely reorganized our meter re- 
pair shops; (2) increased our avail- 
able supply from five to eight million 
gallons per day and (3) rebuilt and 
re-equipped our pumping station. We 
also have commenced and are well 
along on a program calling for the 
elimination of all ’dead ends’ In the 
city — this operation alone calling for 
the expenditure of approximately 
$400,000.00 

"In this connection, may I point 
out that the occasional and unavoid- 
able trouble we have had with the 
quality of city water has been due 
primarily to ‘dead end’ conditions and 
also to reversal of flow in our mains 
resulting in a loosening of the iron 
oxide which had accumulated prior 
to its treatment for corrosive quali-

NEWTON FACES NEW 
HAMPSHIRE ELEVEN 
WITH NEW CONFIDENCE 

Playing its first intrastate game in 
the memory of many followers of New- 
ton high school football the orange and 
black eleven faces the strong Man- 
chester high team tomorrow afternoon 
at the Dickinson Stadium. Newton- 
ville. with new confidence. The Gran- 
ite state eleven Is always represented 
by a strong outfit nnd up to two weeks 
ago seemed as strong ns any eleven in 
Massachusetts. But considerable lias 
happened the past two Saturdays 
with Malden high upsetting the Man- 
chester outfit 18 to 6 nnd Everett win- 
ning a 7 to 0 contest to prove that 
the McDonough coached outfit was not 
unbeatable. 

Newton, however, cannot be rated 
on a par with either Malden or Ever- 
ett. but has come along fast in the 
past two weeks with its victories over 
Quincy and Rindge Tech. It will give 
quarter to no eleven in its remaining 
games. Whereas the Manchester of- 
fense has stalled in the past two games 
the Newton offense has been steadily 
improving. The Newton defense has 
been of high grade all season with the 
exception of the tackle positions, 
which have been the subject of plenty 
of work for line-coach Charlie Con- 
sidine. A noticeable improvement has 
been shown in the past two games and 
the frontier should he pretty solid 
from now on. While Newton will he 
striving for its third straight victory 
and to keep the season’s record above 
a five hundred average, the visiting 
eleven will be doing its utmost to 
avert a third straight defeat at the 
hands of a Massachusetts eleven. 

The Manchester eleven will probably 
line up with Kalariotis and Neidwicki 
at the ends. Clayton and Pasdon at 
the tackles, Hoffman and Zitrides at 
the guard positions and Kaleviano, 
centre. In the backfield the starters 
will probably he Pasclak quarterback; 
Jenkins and Dubisz, halfbacks, and 
Jones fullback. Neidwicki Is a star 
at end and Dubisz is a flashy halfback 
who is a dangerous carrier when loose. 

Coach Sanborn has not definitely set- 
tled upon his starting lineup as sev- 
eral of the Newton linesmen received 
minor injuries from which they may 
not have recovered by game time to- 
morrow. with Hallett and Roehrig the 
only two definite casualties. The lat- 
ter is out with a charley-horse and the 
former with a sore shoulder. Captain 
Charley Thompson, a tower of strength 
in the centre of the Newton line, will 
be at his usual pivot position with 
Sam Miller and Joyce the starting 
guards. Swig and Herb Smith will be 
the tackles, with the latter playing his 
final game, as he will become schol- 
astically ineligible. Smith is the only 
player to he lost by ineligibility due 
to the marks which were issued this 
week and are effective next Monday. 
Howe and Bryne 'will he at the end 
positions. The success of the unit 
backfield plan which Coach Sanborn 
tried against Rindge prompts the New- 
ton mentor to continue its operation. 
Flagg, Mascia, Frazier and Hallett 
were the starting quartet against 
Rindge. with Hallett filling in for the 
injured “Red” McCarthy. It is ex- 
pected that the sorrel-topped Newton 
athlete will he ready to play tomorrow 
but if not, the injured Hallett's place 
will be taken by either Savigano or 
I Moore. The pony backfield of Feola, 
Louis Miller, Paul Treani and Sandy 
Sloane will welcome the call to go in 
and put over the same punch which 
they did to win the game at Rindge. 

With the new marking period begin- 
ning on Monday three promising lads 
who have been ineligible, will be avail- 
able. Two of these youths are husky 
tackles, while the third is a backfield 
player. Galen Clevenger, six-foot, two- 
inch, 214-lb youngstor. and Allan Wil- 
son, another 200-pounder, are the pair 
of tackles who should bolster the New- 
ton line considerably. Harry Taft is 
the back, and if he is as clever at run- 
ning on the football field as his illus- 
trious namesake was in politics, he 
should go a long way. All three of 
these youths will he back in school an- 
other year and their presence in the 
last two games will enable Coach San- 
born to get a good start on his 1934 
eleven.

VICTORY OVER 

RINDGE ASSURES 
HOLD ON TITLE 

The Newton high football eleven, 
defending champions of the Suburban 
longue title, are assured of a hold on 
the 1934 bnnner through the 0 to 0 vic- 
tory over the Rindge Tech eleven last 
Saturday nt Cambridge. “Babe’’ Feoln’s 
16-yard jaunt off tackle in the second 
period of a nip-and-tuek struggle, 
provided the orange and black with 
he winning margin. With the Thanks- 
giving Day contest between Newton 
and Brookline the only remaining 
league gatno of the season, both Cnm 
bridge Latin and Brookline are def- 
initely out of the running, each having 
lost two games. Cambridge has com- 
pleted its three league contests and 
takes no further part in the lengue 
race. Rindge is also an idle contender, 
having completed its three games with 
two victories and one defeat. Thus, 
Newton, with victories in both of its 
league games to date needs nothing 
better than a tie to insure itself of 
taking the league honors for the sec- 
ond successive year. A defeat by 
Brookline would leave Newton and 
Rindge tied for the title. Brookline, 
Newton’s closest rival, will make every 
effort to upset the championship aspi- 
rations of Coach Sanborn’s eleven, 
while the Newton outfit is already an- 
ticipating the sweetness of a victory 
in its final game which will ndd to 
the enjoyment of a Turkey Day 
dinner. 

Getting back to last Saturday’s 
game — it was one brilliant surge that 
carried the orange and black to vic- 
tory. A strong wind blew throughout 
the game and Rindge had kept New- 
ton on the defensive throughout the 
first quarter by using a kicking game 
with the wind at their back. Chang- 
ing goals at the first of the second 
period and putting the wind at New- 
ton’s hack the tide changed. Although 
it took most of the period to work 
into striking distance, once in such 
position the Newton attack functioned. 
With less than three minutes of the 
first half remaining Rindge was forced 
to kick into the teetli of the wind, 
after taking the ball on downs on their 
own 15-yard stripe. Maloney’s kick 
was short and it was Newton’s hall 6n 
the Rindge 26-yard line. 

Coach Sanborn had started a back- 
fleld of Flagg, Frazier, Mascia and 
Hallett and this quartet carried the 
burden of the battle against both the 
Rindge team and the strong wind. In 
the second period the Newton coach 
replaced his backfield quartet with 
Sloane, Feola, and Treani, with Louis 
Miller taking Charley Flagg’s place 
after another play or two. Driving 
Rindge back, Newton seized upon the 
opportunity when it came on the short 
kick. Sloane started the offense with 
an eight-yard gain on a lateral from 
Treani and the latter then ground out 
a first down on the 16-yard line with 
a plunge through centre.

As he was 
about to he tackled he reversed his 
field, spinning to his left, and picking 
up three interferers raced across the 
goal line untouched. Sam Miller, 
Newton guard, erased the Rindge 
safety man. quarterback Maloney, with 
a perfect bit of blocking. Sloane’s 
drop-kick attempt for the point after 
was low and wide of the mark. 

With the wind again at its back, in 
the third period Rindge gave it all 
it had to knot the score, but in vain.

Former Mayor Edwin O. Childs was 
the speaker at the Assembly on Wed- 
nesday morning, November S. He told 
of the first Armistice Day, and of 
the great rejoicing that the “war to 
end wars” had ceased. He traced 
through the four great wars in 
which America has engaged, and told 
of the part that heroic young men 
hud played in an old man’s 'game of 
destruction. Mr. Childs mentioned 
that Armistice Day this year comes 
at the end of educational week. This 
fact should be significant, for through 
education wo depend upon our junior 
citizens who will be adult citizens in 
a few years. In conclusion he stated: 
‘If our junior citizens measure up to 
their opportunities, we need not wor- 
ry about the future of our country, 
and if other countries do the same we 
need not worry about the need for 
future Armistice Days. America 
through her future citizens, must lead 
the way.” 

Mr. Childs was introduced by Hugh 
Tomb, Captain of the Student Patrol. 
Hugh led the audience in the Twen- 
ty-third Psalm, the Lord’s Prayer and 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Mr. Rus- 
sell Viles, Senior Vice Commander of 
the American Legion, Newton Post 48, 
accompanied the speaker on the stage.

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White Discusses 
Water Situation 

In an address to women voters of 
Newton Centre on Wednesday after- 
noon Thomas W. White, candidate for 
Mayor of Newton, discussed the con- 
dition of the Newton water supply. 
He characterized the recent reduc- 
tion in wator rates uh a gesture and 
promised to take immediate care of 
the water situation. 

His remarks were as follows: 

"The people of this city are enti- 
tled to facts. I was horn in Newton 
and have lived in Newton 57 years. I 
still have the comfort of a wonder- 
ful mother who is 82 years young for 
which 1 am grateful. I married my 
good wife 30 years ago and am still 
living happily with her. The private 
life of any man belongs to himself 
and to his family. His public life 
should he an open hook for all the 
people. When you hear any campaign 
propaganda and innuendoes of doubt- 
ful character in this contest, forget 
them. There are plenty of real is- 
sues. 

"One of the outstanding political 
reforms of the present period for the 
good of the people was the adoption j 
of the Australian or secret ballot. You ' 
still retain that privilege, and all the 
specious promises, all the coercion 
and all the misinformation that may 
be thrust upon you does not alter the 
fact that upon December 12, when 
you enter the voting booth, you still 
have the privilege of casting your 
ballot as your conscience dictates. 

"It is my purpose to discuss the 
condition of the water supply of the 
city of Newton based upon facts. 
Under date of October 11, 1933, after 
analyzing samples of Newton water, 
the State Department of Public 
Health advised the Water Commis- 
sioner of Newton that: , 

" 'The wator collected from the dis- 
tributing system after chlorination, 
while generally free from bacteria 
characteristic of pollution, contained 
certain microscopical organisms of the 
Fungi group and had a disagreeable 
taste, while tests made for the pres- 
ence of chlorine in the water showed 
that the water collected from some 
of the taps contained a rather high 
residual chlorine.’ 

"Under date of March 18, 1932, this 
Department advised the Water Com- 
missioner of the City of Newton that 
‘it was inadvisable to discontinue 
chlorination of the water supply of 
the city so long as the collecting 
works were exposed to pollution from 
infiltration of water from the Charles 
River.’ 

"Under date of May 12, 1933, the 
department recommended to the 
Board of Health of the City of New- 
ton that ‘if it was not practicable to 
install pumping machinery on the 
Needham side of the river, the grav- 
ity conduit under the river be en- 
closed in a water-tight pipe gallery 
in a manner which would permit care- 
ful inspection at all times. The De- 
partment also advised that, pending 
the carrying out of these recommend- 
ations, it was of course important 
that all water supplied from the wa- 
ter works pumping station be ade- 
quately chlorinated. A copy of that 
communication was sent to the Wa- 
ter Commissioners of the City of New- 
ton under date of May 15, 1933.’ 

“This is not hearsay. These are 
facts. The present administration has 
seen fit to do nothing about this ex- 
cept very recently to grant an 11 per 
cent reduction in the charge for wa- 
ter, reducing the cost from 22 Vi cents 
to 20 cents per 100 cubic feet. The 
main point of the issue is lost. The 
price of the water has been high 
and should have been reduced before. 
Reducing the price, however, does not 
improve the kind of water that is 
necessary for drinking purposes and 
domestic use and until the State Board 
of Health is satisfied, conditions will 
not be proper. 

"You will note that the reduction 
in rate is largely a gesture. The basic 
charge of nine dollars per year re- 
mains the same upon the mass of 
the people, — the home owners and 
the rent payers to whom there will 
be no relief. The only ones benefited 
are the comparatively few large users 
of water who can best afford to pay. 

"I promise to take immediate care 
of the water question early in my 
administration. In the near future, 

I hope to be able to give the people 
of the City of Newton the amount of 
money which has been spent upon 
the water supply system recently. De- 
spite these expenditures, a fundamen- 
tal of city welfare — a perfect water 
supply — has been neglected."

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THE GOVERNOR’S LIQUOR MESSAGE 

There certainly can be no criticism of the liquor message of 
Governor Ely from the point of view of frankness. He right- 
ly characterizes the so-called “tavern” as a saloon under a 
different name. He prefers the “tavern-saloon” with further 
restrictions than those recommended by the Special Recess 
Committee which originated this method of selling intoxicat- 
ing liquor by the glass when prohibition is legally repealed. 
Governor Ely puts the issue on a basis of whether the “saloon” 
is preferable to the “speakeasy”. Whether or not the majority 
agree with him fe an open question. There is at least one rec- 
ommendation of the Governor that should be carried out. That 
is the sound suggestion that the Legislature enact the legisla- 
tion that it can readily agree on without delay and leave the 
controversial angles of the question for further debate. This 
must be done if there is to be order and not chaos after Decem- 
ber 5 th. 


THE WATER RATE REDUCTION 

The reduction in water rates of eleven per cent is a step fn 
the right direction. It is the second reduction within a few 
years and meets with the approval of the water-consumer. An- 
nouncement is made that the reduction is now possible because 
of the completion of various steps that have been taken in the 
work of the water department. We shall accept that explana- 
tion regardless of the fact that the reduction has already been 
characterized by mayoralty candidates as a gesture and a 
political move. In this connection we might add that if the 
reduction had been a practical matter previously it most cer- 
tainly would have been more practical politically to have put 
the new rates into operation sooner and have avoided the 
charge that it was done for the purpose of winning votes.

ties commenced in 1931. This re- 
versal of flow has occurred several 
times this year when tying into the 
new 16 inch main on Boylston Street 
and when it was necessary to shut 
down our plant completely in order 
to connect up the new pumping units 
at the pumping station. The condi- 
tions which have caused occasional 
dirty water in our mains are now 
eliminated and except for isolated 
cases resulting from ‘dead ends’ not 
yet tied in. we should normally ex- 
pect no further trouble of this char- 
acter. 

"In December 1931 your Honorable 
Board authorized a reduction in water 
rates and at that time it was anti- 
cipated that a further reduction could 
be effected as soon as our program, 
outlined above, might he completed. 
The plan we commenced in 1930, ex- 
cept for the 'dead end’ program which 
will he completed in 1935. is now 
finished — a deficit in the Water Ex- 
cess & Deficiency account as of De- 
cember 31, 1929 has now become a 
surplus — and the time has therefore 
arrived when, in my judgment, the 
consumers of water in this city can 
and should be the beneficiaries of the 
further reduction which we have been 
hoping to be able to bring about. 

"I therefore trust that my recom- 
mendation may receive your favorable 
consideration.”

These parents 
realize that the traditional marking system Is being replaced by a 
more careful system of checking progress and diagnosing scholastic 
troubles which may be met by individual pupils. 

“I am neartlly in favor of the new plan of discarding the an- 
tiquated marking system in the Newton Schools and hope eventually 
It will reach into the high school. 

Mnrks have never really been n true criterion of a pupil’s progress 
and condition In school, for there are many things which It is not 
possible to mark with percentages or letter-grades. 

More, it should certainly bring the home and school more close- 
ly together nnd. of even greater Importance, the parents and the 
child into closer and better understanding of one another. That 
follows because teachers will confer more with parents and will be 
able to Inform parents, in an effective person-to-person way, exact- 
ly how their children are getting along nnd how the parents can 
help. 

From the parent-and-child angle, father and mother will he able 
to help the child intelligently by guiding them in their school work 
because of the Information given them by a disinterested person 
about the child. Indicating strong and weak points and how to build 
up the weak as well as how to develop the strong.” 

In conclusion, this remark from another parent Is pertinent. "For 
me. I welcome the experiment In the Newton Schools which puts the 
emphasis where it belongs.”

Of course the reduction in the wa- 
ter rate one month before the city 
election is not a political move. It is 
just a coincidence. Incidentally, the 
reduction does not affect those who 
use the minimum amount of water. 
They will continue to be charged 
$2.25 every three months, and if 
they use less than the amount spe- 
lled in any quarter (1000 cubic feet) 
they will not receive credit for the 
balance unused in the succeeding 
quarters of the year. 


At rollcall on Wednesday Chief 
Hughes of the Newton police depart- 
ment warned members of the force 
not to display activity In the present 
mayoralty campaign in this city 
as such activity is a violation 
of the civil service rules governing 
the department. The chief’s warning 
was a result of complaints made 
about alleged activity on the part 
of some of the police. The chief was 
right in taking this action. Civil 
service employees are not supposed 
to take active participation In poli- 
tics. A similar rule applies to post 
office employees. But it is not en- 
forced. There is one postal employee 
in this city who has been openly 
active in politics for many years, 
and who is active In the present may- 
oralty campaign. He is active for a 
candidate other than the one favored 
by the policemen who were warned. 
It’s a poor rule that doesn’t work 
both ways. 

Incidentally, it might be called to 
the attention of certain citizens of 
Newton that they have no moral 
right to question policemen and oth- 
er city employees as to whom they 
intend to vote for. Neither is it 
playing the game to telephone cdty 
employees’ wives and use high pres- 
sure methods in attempts to hhve 
these wies influence their hus- 
bands’ votes. 


In a Boston newspaper lust Sunday 
was an article, a few columns in 
length, giving additional information 
(or alleged information) about the 
killing of a woman at Rockport sev- 
eral days before. This paper and oth- 
er Boston papers have been carry- 
ing columns of news about the mur- 
der of this woman. In the paper we 
refer to, in the same Sunday edition, 
tucked away in an obscure position 
on an inside page was an item, a few 
inches long, about the killing of two 
women the preceding afternoon on 
the same street in Waltham, in two 
separate automobile accidents. One 
of the victims was a young Newton- 
ville woman, the only child of her 
bereaved parents. We mention this 
to show the seeming indifference with 
which the American public regards 
the thousands of automobile killings 
in this country every month. Mass- 
achusetts is averaging nearly a score 
of such deaths weekly, of late. Per- 
sons killed by automobiles, mostly be- 
cause of speeding and reckless driv- 
ing, are just as dead as those mur- 
dered by other methods. Cut, the 
dear American people in their brain- 
less submission to the "show-off" com- 
plex, und their indifference to the 
rights and happiness of their fellows, 
continue to condone the appalling 
carnage by automobiles. 


Have you in any past year observed 
t lie streets of Newton more in need of 
cleaning? Are the layers of fallen 
leaves to he left in the gutters until 
cold weather sets in and they freeze, 
or clog catch basins after storms? 
And wo have hundreds of unemployed 
men looking for something to do.

The past two weeks have brought 
a quickening of the political pulse in 
Newton. Things are beginning to hap- 
pen. First in importance was the 
announcement on November 3rd of the 
long awaited Weeks Campaign Com- 
mittee. This was like the egg-shell 
— all that it was cracked-up to be! 
The Committee is packed with power, 
punch and prestige and a close scru- 
tiny of its personnel should make the 
White-Childs organization feel weak, 
worried and woe-begone. 

Next in importance was the open- 
ing of the Weeks Campaign Headquar- 
ters on November 6th in Newtonville 
Square. From now on the voters will 
be deluged with cards, buttons, wind- 
shield stickers, etc. Will the effect 
of all this be weak or Weeks? 

One potential threat to the Mayor’s 
candidacy was removed last week by 
the statement of Dr. Frederick M. 
Sears of Newton Centre, who denied 
persistent rumors of his own candi- 
dacy and urged his friends to support 
the Mayor. 

The usual rumors of the withdrawal 
of one candidate or another began to 
he circulated recently hut investiga- 
tion indicates that the rumors were 
instigated by friends of the candi- 
dates themselves. There are still five 
candidates in the field. Drake is be- 
coming very active and appears to he 
counting heavily on W. C. T. U. sup- 
port. Interesting, but not convincing. 
He has developed an enthusiasm for 
letter-writing of a somewhat radical 
nature, but my guess is that the 
political results of all this will not be 
unduly helpful to the author. 

The other minor candidates, Hodg- 
don and Sullivan are reserving their 
fire until the closing stages of the 
campaign. Good strategy, perhaps, 
but a bit risky in view of the power 
behind the campaigns of the two ma- 
jor candidates, Weeks and White. 
However, a political campaign costs 
; money and you cannot blame anyone 
for making judicious use of whatever 
funds may he available. 

A word about the White situation. 
Headquarters is constantly active nnd 
on the alert, studying political de- 
velopments and ready to snap up any 
issue that presents itself. In addi- 
tion to the old stuff — the House of 
Stuart and the gas-station material 
—there is now the clean drinking- 
i water issue which is due for heavy- 
artillery treatment in the very near 
future. This will be very effective 
in some quarters hut the Weeks 
forces hope to take the curse off it 
before much damage results. 

Finally, a few words regarding an 
informal survey of the Mayoral situa- 
tion. It seemed to me that a check- 
up on the judgment of some of the 
leaders in tin- fight would prove in- 
teresting. It did. Over a dozen prom- 
inent men were canvassed. All are 
versed in the art of politics and all 
have substantial records. Each man 
was asked to estimate the vote which 
the five candidates would poll on De- 
cember 12th. As a background, I sug- 
gested that 24,000 votes be allocated. 
This figure represents an 80% vote 
on the basis of the 1932 registration. 
A slight majority of those interviewed 
were favorable to Weeks so you may 
! modify the composite figures a trifle. 

; but no more. Here is the result:

White 9.000 

Hodgdon 1.500 

Sullivan 300 

Drake 700 

Total 24,000 

It is only fair to point out, however, 
that this survey covered only sup- 
, porters of Weeks and White. Hodg- 
don hopes to pull 7,000-8,000 votes and 
' Drake counts on 5,000. The Sullivan 
i figure is not available at this writ- 
I ing.

It wouldn’t go very well in our 
Newton trains whore there are so 
many more passengers, so 1 don't 
look for a spread of tlio custom.

Will Hold Exam for

As a result of a protest made by 
the sergeants of the Newton police 
department the State Civil Service 
Commission has again reversed its 
decision and another examination will 
be held to fill the vacancy now ex- 
isting in the rank of lieutenant.

Man Stabbed In 
W. Newton House 


Gordon Rouse, 23, of 46 Harris 
road, West Newton, was stabbed in 
the left cheek in a brawl that oc- 
curred at a house on Hicks street, 
West Newton, yesterday morning at 
about 3 o’clock. Fred Young, 29, 
colored, of 129 Hicks street, was 
arrested, charged with assaulting 
Rouse with a dangerous weapon. He 
was arraigned in the Newton court 
and held in $1000 bonds for trial on 
November 22. Rouse was taken to 
the Newton Hospital and seven 
stitches were taken to close the 
wound in his face. 

According to the police, Rouse and 
three other young men who are mem- 
bers of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, went to the Hicks street 
house to get liquor. It is alleged 
that a fight followed and that Young 
hit Rouse with a jug and then 
stabbed him.

City Farm Raised 
Large Quantity 
Of Vegetables 

Products Valued at $6377 Sup- 
ply Food for Unemployed 

The report of the result of the op- 
eration of the farm at Oak Hill con- 
ducted by the City of Newton under 
the supervision of Ernest Hermann, 
superintendent of Newton play- 
grounds, shows that crops were pro- 
duced estimated to have a value of 
$6377.50. These crops included 4500 
bushels of potatoes, valued at $1 the 
bushel: 60 tons of squash valued at 
one cent the pound: 500 bushels of 
beets, valued at 35 cents the bushel; 
6 tons of cabbage, valued at one cent 
per pound: 100 bushels of carrots, 
valued at 3 cents per pound: 1200 
pounds of kidney beans, valued at 
5 !t 2 cents per pound. 

Receipts from the sale of these vege- 
tables to date include — sale of beets 
to Winn Ricker. $64.65: sale of po- 
tatoes to Lasell Seminary, $90: vege- 
tables sold to Newton Centre Market. 
$232.34; to Guzzi’s Market. $271.75. 
The former market had the October 
contract for supplying food to the peo- 
ple of Newton receiving aid from the 
Welfare Department: Guzzi had the 
September contract and is supplying 
food for the month of November. 

The expenses of running the farm 
totalled $15.40S.24. They were item- 
ized as follows: bugs. $73.75: lime and 
fertilizer. $950: seeds. $275: boxes. 
$21: shelter. $111.25: root cellar. $450; 
repairs on truck and gasoline, $550; 
hire of trucks and teams, $640; tools, 
$4S0; labor. $11,5S7.24. The labor was 
supplied by the Welfare Department, a 
number of unemployed men having 
been given work on the farm for sev- 
eral months. It is plunned to sell 
the balance of the products of the 
farm to whoever receives the con- 
tracts for supplying food to the poor 
of Newton during the coming months. 

Bartlett Heads 
Civil Works Board 

Joseph W. Bartlett of Waban. city 
solicitor of Newton lias been appoint- 
ed hy Governor Ely to the office of 
chairman of the State Civil Works 
Board which will have charge of al- 
locating about $12,000,000 to be re- 
ceived from the Federal Government 
for the purpose of providlug work 
and relief for the unemployed. Mr. 
Bartlett has been serving as chair- 
man of the Emergency Finance Com- 
mission. 


Doctor Dies In Car 
At Newtonville 

Dr. Frank L. Richardson of 164 
Highland avenue. West Newton, died 
suddenly about 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning while driving his car on 
Lowell avenue, Newtonville. The 
automobile swerved off the street, 
entered the high school athletic field 
between the wire fence and the 
bleachers, crossed the baseball field 
and crashed into the wooden bleach- 
ers on the Hull street side of the 
field. Persons who heard the crash 
rushed to the doctor’s assistance and 
the police ambulance was summoned 
Dr. Richardson was rushed to the 
Newton Hospital and was pronounced 
dead upon arrival there. His death 
was caused by heart failure. 

Dr. Richardson was born in Con- 
cord and after studying at Mass. In- 
stitute of Technology he entered 
Harvard Medical School. After grad- 
uating he became associated with the 
surgical division of Boston City Hos- 
pital. He became the head of the 
anaesthesia department of that hos- 
pital and was also consultant on 
this specialty for the Children’s Hos- 
pital and Beth Israel Hospital. He 
was a lecturer on this subject at 
Tufts Medical School. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Constance Mathey Richardson; and 
two sons, Paul H. and David A. 
Richardson, both students at Mass.

WASHINGTON D.C.

IN FIVE MINUTES TO 
TOP MANCHESTER 13-7 

Manchester High of New Hamp- 
shire suffered Its third straight de- 
1 font nt the hands of a Massachusetts 
high school eleven Inst Saturday 
when Newton High tallied thirteen 
points in less than five minutes to 
walk oiT with a 13-7 victory. Newton 
lost another opportunity to score when 
a pass slid off the ends of Jimmy 
Bryne’s fingers ns lie stumbled and 
fell into the Manchester end zone. 
Had he not been off balance he could 
easily have held the ball 

Manchester started off early In the 
game as though it meant to tear the 
Newton team to shreds. Taking the 
ball on its 22-yard line a few minutes 
after the kick-off the Manchester 
backs reeled off gains of 12, 15, 18 
and 22 yards and a 78-yard march cul- 
minated in a touchdown and the point 
after. For the remainder of the half 
neither tenm had much of an advan- 
tage with the play inside of the op- 
posing 30-yard stripes the greater part 
of the time. 

The Newton team came back after 
the rest between the halves with grim 
determination written on their faces 
Receiving the kick-off a short march 
was begun and then a long kick 
bounded around near the Manchester 
15-yard line. Halfback Dubisz, star 
Manchester ball carrier, who had 
been playing n great game, tried to 
clutch the elusive oval but failed. Cas- 
toldi. Newton end. slid in under Du- 
bisz as he dove for the ball and it 
was Newton’s ball. The opportunity 
seemed to inspire the Newton eleven 
and a deceptive forward pass play 
with Frazier on the receiving end was 
good for the touchdown. Charlie Mas- 
cia’s goal wns the tying point. 

Newton kicked off and with its line 
outcharging the Manchester forwards 
forced a loss of nine yards in two plays 
and the visitors went into punt for- 
mation with Dubisz back. On the pass 
from centre the Newton line broke 
through. Finberg, Newton end, lead- 
ing several of his mates blocked the 
ball and it bounded off his chest to 
the goal line twenty yards away. Sa- 
vignano, Newton reserve back, led the 
rush for the ball and pounced on it 
just before it crossed the goal and it 
was Newton's ball a foot from the 
line. Mascia took one dive through 
the line and Newton was in the lead, 
13 to 7. Mascia’s try for the point 
was blocked by Clayton. 

While the complexion of the game 
had changed suddenly in the first five 
minutes of play in the second half 
the outcome was decidedly uncertain. 
The visitors fought valiantly to tie the 
score and late in the third period 
started a march that seemed almost 
a duplication of Its first-period touch- 
down advance. Ripping off gains of 
varying yardage the Manchester out- 
j fit advanced the ball from their own 
1 20-yard line to the Newton 25-yard 
stripe before the orange and black 
; stiffened and took the ball on downs 
a few minutes after the fourth period 
opened. Newton then retaliated with 
a march right to the very goal line the 
feature of which was a 22-yard off- 
tackle romp by Sandy Sloane to the 
Manchester 3-yard line. The Newton 
back was practically free and clear 
except for Dubisz whose dive missed 
holding Sloane but tripped him. An 
offside set Newton back and a play or 
two later the pass to Bryne missed 
fire by inches and Newton was thwart- 
ed. Manchester was still game, how- 
ever. and started another advance 
that brought the hearts of Newton 
supporters into their mouths. Not to 
he denied Manchester advanced stead- 
ily to the Manchester 40-vard mark, 
into Newton territory to the Newton 
45, to the Newton twenty five as the 
clock ticked off the seconds. Time 
for one more play, almost certainly 
a pass and a last attempt. A pass it 
was — a bullet like toss by Dubisz 
right over the centre of the Newton 
line. A figure leaped into the air and 
clutched the ball on the Newton 15- 
vard game to end the contest. It was 
Jimmy O’Neil, Newton substitute 
centre, who had relieved Captain 
Charley Thompson at the beginning 
of t he second half when the Newton 
leader’s side injury proved too great 
a handicap. 

Although the visiting green and 
white eleven outrushed Newton by 
sixteen first downs to seven and 
completed a higher average of passes 
(five out of eight as against six out 
of twelve for Newton) Newton's edge 
was provided by its ability to capi- 
talize on its opponents mistakes.

the Suburban league championship for 
a second successive year. Last Sat- 
urday the Newton boys came from be- 
hind to spring a surprise defeat on a 
Manchester outfit that is rated high- 
ly.

It 
came as a result of capitalizing on the 
mistakes of the opponents. It wns 
In a similar manner that Newton con- 
quered the visiting Quincy eleven a 
few weeks ago. The Newton eleven 
has an offence that bus shown (lashes 
of consistency which if sustained for 
a long enough period have resulted in 
scores. It has shown marked defen- 
sive ability holding the strong Ever- 
ett offence from crossing the Newton 
goal for almost three whole periods 
before the strenuous task wore the 
team down. Newton stopped a 
Rindge attack and last week halted 
Manchester on two occasions after the 
visitors had advanced well into New- 
ton territory. In addition the New- 
ton team has shown an aggressive- 
ness that has forced opponents mis- 
takes nnd thus presented an oppor- 
tunity to capitalize upon them. This 
trait of the Newton team was marked- 
ly apparent against Manchester. The 
line had a fast charge which swept 
the opposing line off its feet and if 
such play is continued against Wal- 
tham It may ngain produce the de- 
sired result. 

Waltham Is far from beaten, how- 
ever, ns it takes more than a paper 
comparison of the two elevens to de- 
cide a winner In the Newton-Waltham 
game.

Waltham’s strength, however, as the 
Watch City outfit was having an "off” 
day. 

In tomorrow’s affnir there is no fav- 
orite. The game Is regarded as a 
toss-up with the fact that Waltham 
has been fading In recent contests 
while Newton has been Improving 
making an almost even choice be- 
tween the two. It is quite probable 
that both teams will score but it is 
quite improbable that either team will 
make the game a one-sided contest.

Castoldi and Bryne will 
start at the ends, the former having 
won a starting berth by virtue of 
his play against Manchester. Howe 
and Finberg will he the reserve ends. 
Charlie Flagg. Charlie Mascia, Dick 
Frazier and Boh Whitney will start 
in the backfleld with the “pony” quar- 
tet of Feola. Treannle, Louis Miller 
and Sloane ready to go when the 
opportunity presents Itself. 

The comparative records of the two 
teams and the summary of the scores 
of former Newton-Waltham contests 
are of much Interest, the contest 
tomorrow being the 27th between the 
two schools In n series which dates 
back to 1904.

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LICENSE QUESTION AT CITY ELECTION? 

It is possible that the city of Newton, as well as other cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth which hold municipal elec- 
tions at the same time, will have a referenda on the ballot on 
December 12th regarding the licensing of spirituous liquors. 
That is one of the many phases of the legislation to come before 
the special session of the Legislature when it goes into debate 
on the subject. For the past ten days hearings have been held 
on various methods of regulating sales and affiliated matters 
and debate is expected on the floor of the House and Senate 
next week. With Election Day but little more than three weeks 
away it is quite possible unexpected delays may occur which 
will make it impossible to have the question on the ballot on 
Dec. 12th. We do not believe that the majority vote at the 
election in June at which Newton voters expressed their attitude 
toward the repeal of the 18th Amendment is indicative of a 
desire to license the sale of liquor in this city. In previous 
years Newton always turned down this question under the form- 
er privilege of local option and we trust that in the event that 
the question here is not decided on December 12 that the local 
license authorities will ^consider the matter carefully should the 
Legislature adopt the view that the “repeal” vote is indicative 
of the “license” sentiment. 


School chatS

THE PUBLIC LOOKS AT THE NEW DEAL 

The favorable comment which has come from the outside re- 
garding the new method of measuring a pupil's achievement is most 
gratifying. It shows that although Newton teachers are pioneers, 
perhaps, in adopting such a schemo, they are not alone in believing 
in its sound philosophy. 

The Newton School Department has recently received letters 
of commendation and inquiry from educators and interested lay- 
men from mnny states of the Union. One inquiry has arrived from 
Porto Rico. 

The following are interesting excerpts: 

“I think that you deserve the applause of every school official 
in the land. No more vicious element exists in the educational 
system than the rank card with all its attendant abuses.” 

"It seems almost too good to be true that at last a Massachusetts 
school has had the courage to abolish school marks. While I realize 
the seriousness of the adjustment process, I am sure that the step 
is in the right direction." 

"I feel that it is both psychologically and pedagogically the 
best system that has heretofore been submitted to the public."’ 

"I hope the day may come when the urge to learn and fit oneself 
may be the incentive and the education may be the reward and not 
the mere possession of marks or diplomas." 

"Let’s take the external incentives, these bribes, out of educa- 
tion and put It up to teachers to make their work so compellingly 
vital and interesting that penalties and rewards will no longer be 
^necessary." 

"The wise teacher of the future will not be concerned with the 
mark she is going to ‘give’, but will attempt to understand each 
individual child, physically, mentally, and emotionally, and try so 
to direct and encourage him that he will see his needs and take 
responsibility for his own improvement. The teacher who believes 
that human development can be measured quantitatively wholly 
misses the purpose of real education." 

"May I suggest another reform .... I should like to see the 
secondary schools take a stand against the colleges for the right to 
certify their students as being prepared to advance into higher 
fields of learning. Then they wouldn’t have to spend all their time 
just preparing these young people to pass college board examina- 
tions. which I consider just as vicious as the old marking system." 

"School is not the building and the time tnble and the course of 
study. It is far, far more. It is a cross section of the most vital 
life in the community and it promotes growth by its very existence. 
The heart of a school, the flight of a child’s spirit, who shall 
measure them?" 


AS WE SEE IT 

The city election is rapidly approaching. Charges, counter 
charges, platforms, and statements are being tossed back and 
forth. Some of the charges may be true, to a small or large 
degree, many of the charges are unfounded, some of the planks 
in the various platforms overlap, and some vary widely from 
anything that has been.tried and found sound in municipal gov- 
ernment. The average voter is more or less confused as to just 
what the actual state of affairs may be. As a result he quite 
often bases his final judgment on the personality of the appeal 
made to him. Much has been said about the pre-election pledge 
and in our estimation the criticism of this practice far over- 
estimates the value as well as the purpose of such political org- 
anization methods. The voter who actually takes interest m city 
affairs and marks his ballot accordingly is one of two distinct 
classes He has already made up his mind and is certain of his 
choice or he is biding his. time to obtain a more accurate opinion 
of the candidates in the contest. Thus it is apparent to us that 
any pre-election pledges which are made can only serve as an 
4.wiiP«tinn of the support of this candidate or the other.

ipant. One might reason that Mr. 
Lippman is an unofficial representa- 
tive of Great Britain. He said that 
it is practically impossible for this 
country to remain neutral if the Eu- 
ropean nations become involved in 
another war. Sweden, Denmark and 
Switzerland remained neutral in the 
last World War and they were much 
nearer to the scene of the terrible 
strife than was the United States. It 
cost the people of this country billions 
of dollars for the part the United 
States took in the war, and its altru- 
istic attitude to its alleged allies after 
the war. We know- how these dear 
allies have welched since. How they 
have refused and continue to refuse 
to pay their just debts to the United 
States. Yet, Mr. Lippman would have 
us be the goat again. If he had to 
fight in the front line trenches in the 
anticipated war, he might change his 
views. 


The Australian ballot wus adopted 
in this country many years ago to 
allow citizens to vote in Beerecy, and 
without being coerced or unduly influ- 
enced in the exercise of their right 
of franchise. Isn’t the practice of ask- 
ing citizens to sign pledges before 
elections that they will vote for cer- 
tain candidates, a nullification of the 
principle for which the Australian 
ballot stands?

The 
funny thing ubout tliiB advertisement 
was — that it wuh signed by a bachelor.

Come what may from Beacon Hill, 
I submit that the printed request I 
observed in a French tavern asked 
little of those who imbibe. Translated 
it read, “Please don’t swear. Don’t 
sleep or sing. Be peaceable." Com- 
pliance with such a request was 
readily made, they told me. But that 
was in a foreign country. 


Let’s Sing, "Sweet Home" 

How pleasant it is of a Saturday 
night, and at other appropriate 
times, to sit down to a generous 
serving of baked beans! O. K., New 
Englanders, as long as they are at 
home or in a part of the world where 
there is a cook who knows how to 
prepare the marvelous dish. Just 
think this over and be glad you’re not 
in a foreign country with a hanker- 
ing for Boston baked beans. 

Take Paris, for instance, where a 
club composed of Americans is pre- 
paring to smack its lips over this 
popular fare. From that city a good 
friend of this column writes me of 
his plan to entertain his fellow club 
members and how the French cus- 
toms have placed obstacles in his 
way. The beans are there but they 
cannot be served. It’s not the beans, 
mark you, it’s the pork. How come, 
you ask. 

It seems that my correspondent, 
Madison Corey, impresario for the 
A. E. F., who furnished entertainment 
for the soldiers during the World 
War, had 40 cases of canned pork 
and beans, 960 in all, shipped from 
Boston during the Summer. The 
estimated cost, something we all look 
to these days, was $500. 

When the beans arrived the French 
customs officials opened a sample 
can, as is routine enough, to make 
sure that no drugs or other contra- 
band wore concealed in shipment. 
It was then that they discovered a 
small chunk of pork nestled among 
the beans. It was solemnly re- 
moved and weighed. Unfortunately 
it tipped the balance at more than 
five grams. 

Ordinarily one would say, "What 
of it?” Those, however, who know 
the French customs might have a 
different thought. Well, anyway, it 
seems that the compilers of the cus- 
toms’ schedules have decreed that 
haricots conserves (canned beans) 
are not so if accompanied by more 
than five grams of meat. Instead of 
canned beans they become the French 
equivalent for "preserved meat.’’ On 
that there Is a hlgfi duty. 

It isn’t diflleult to Imagine what 
the owner of these beans is now 
going through — rushing from the of- 
fice of one Government official to an- 
other, including the American con- 
sul. Think this over when you sit 
down to your baked beans and be 
grateful. 

The Art of Putting-Off 

More than one porsou has observed, 
soliloquizing or otherwise, "If I only 
had the money back that I have lent 
people, I’d bo a whole lot hotter off." 
Ho recalls the borrowings of friends 
who promised immediate payment. 
Those "Kathleen Mavourneon” loans 
— "It may bo for years and it may 
be forever" — have become more or 
less common since some of the most 
prosperous follow citizens found 
themselves strapped, witli uo alterna- 


tive than to ask for temporary finan- 
cial assistance. 

Without dwelling on the gloomy 
side of the picture I hasten to think 
of those chronic borrowers and the 
active minds they possess. “Living 
by one’s wits,” is what it is called, 
I believe. This incident happened 
recently and is the best example of 
fast-thinking I have heard of in some 
moons. 

A careful and thrifty man was 
asked by another to lend him $2. 
Tho request was so made that it 
could not be easily denied. Assurance 
was given by the borrower that 

prompt return would bo made. Like 
many before and since, the promise 
was not kept. The first man made no 
complaint, and, because of lack of 

courage or something, did no dun- 
ning. The time finally arrived, how- 
ever, when he could use the $2. 
He thought, “How will I break it 
gently and get my money.’’ 

After a while came the bright 
idea. Approaching tho debtor he 

said, “Old man, I’vo just been look- 
ing over my vestpocket account book 
and I find you owe me $2.” 

"Is that so,” the other replied. “I’m 
glad you told me. I’ll make a note 
of it in mind. Thanks.”

Woman's Club of Newton High- 
lands 


Howard B. Gill, Superintendent of 
the State Prison Colony at Norfolk, 
spoke on “Criminal Reform” at the 
regular meeting of the Newton High- 
lands Woman’s Club on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, November 7th, In the Con- 
gregational Parish House. Mr. Gill 
described the first State Prison, built 
in Philadelphia in 1796 by the 
Quakers, and explained the methods 
of discipline at that time up to 1S30. 
There has been very little change 
in buildings or methods since 1S30 
until the Norfolk Colony was started. 
He compared prisons with hospitals. 
The case of the physically-ill person 
is studied and treated in accordance 
therewith. Nobody knows what is the 
matter with the socially-ill prisoner, 
said Mr. Gill, and no one does any- 
thing about it. He stated most crim- 
inal offenses were due to the wrong 
philosophy of life that “someone owes 
them a living." In closing Mr. Gill 
gave a very interesting outline of 
the community life at Norfolk and 
the method of handling all activities 
by a joint committee of members of 
the staff and inmates. A question 
period followed. 

Mrs. James E. Rayner, chairman 
of the Community Service commit- 
tee, recommended that $345 of the 
Club’s philanthropic fund be given 
at once to the Community Chest and 
the members unanimously voted to 
give this sum as recommended. 

Mrs. Alexander I. Peckham, chair- 
man of the Legislative committee, 
requested Club members to write 
to their State Senator or Representa- 
tive their personal wishes iu regard 
to the bill legalizing the sale of in- 
toxicants, to be consumed upon the 
premises, iu taverns.

ADVOCATES SET-BACK FOR NEW 
BUILDING 


To the Editor: 

When the zoning ordinance was 
adopted there were three general set 
backs or building lines established to 
meet the conditions as presented at 
that time. 

1. Private and single residence, set 
25 feet from the street line. 

2. General residence, set 15 feet 
from the street line. 

3. Business and manufacturing, 
set at the street line. 

This method seemed to be perfect 
at the time of the passage of the ord- 
inance, but experience has shown that 
a modern way should be adopted when 
the present ways of doing business 
are considered. There must be room 
for cars to stop and park for a time 
so as to permit the purchasers to do 
their shopping, else they will go out- 
side of the city to some locality where 
parking is provided. Business and 
parking are becoming quite a problem 
and will be so more and more as the 
time goes on with the use of the auto- 
motive method of doing business in- 
stead of the former pedestrian meth- 
od. 

Streets and highways are made for 
traffic and communication to private 
property and not for the storage of 
machines to the detriment of free pas- 
sage. Therefor, they should be kept 
open for the purposes that were dedi- 
cated. 

A new thought in the planning of 
towns and cities that are subject to 
zoning ordinances, is to require a prop- 
er set-back for the carrying on of busi- 
ness in store or office building. The 
remedy is, when a change is desired, 
to require a set-back of at least 15 
feet. This as a rule would be no 
hardship, as the set-back of the gen- 
eral residence is the least of 15 feet. 
Such set-back would provide when the 
business or store is built that there 
would be 15 feet in front of the build- 
ing to the street line in which to do 
business. 

If the street is widened as time goes 
on the space would provide ample urea 
for the occasional parking without in- 
terfering with the general traffic. The 
land owner may stand upon his rights 
and claim that he must be on the pres- 
ent street line. Such owner is short 
sighted for how can the modern meth- 
od of doing business he done unless 
ample space is given in which to carry 
it on. The 16 feet now on the general 
residence is of little use except for 
light und air und front approuch to 
the building. There is usually plen- 
ty of land in the rear to provide for 
an ample building for business pur- 
poses und give the added space to au- 
tomotive use. 

If one were to have occasion to visit 
Home of the old towns laid out by the 
first settlers they would see that they 
were wise in that they set the stores 
und buildings hack of the traffic lines 
ami guve ample spuce for the hitching 
of horses to do business at their leis- 
ure. Wo of this generation are so 
little minded sometimes thut we can- 
not see Into the future. Wo crowd 
oursolves too much, we should huvo 
u broad outlook and plun for the next 
generation’s use und convenience us 
fur as we can see. 

The next move for uny one to change 
to business should he to agree to have 
the present street liue. 
u set-buck of at loust 15 feet from

Many other members came for the 
afternoon session, and In her opening 
remarks. Mrs. Willson announced the 
addition of two new departments, — one 
of International Relations nnd one of 
Motion Pictures. A report of the An- 
nual Meeting held last spring in New- 
ton Centre, was read by Mrs. George 
J. Murphy. 

Miss Ruth Chapin, general secre- 
tary, was the first speaker, with the 
subject "Present Needs of the Wel- 
fare Bureau.’’ Miss Chapin called to 
attention the close association of the 
Federation and the Welfare Bureau 
since its organization as such in 1915, 
particularly regarding the sale of the 
Christmas Seals and the work done 
in dispensing the garments from the 
clothing chest. She differentiated be- 
tween public and private welfare, and 
pointed out the need of each to sup- 
plement the other, showing how, in 
many cases, the aid and interest given 
by the private bureau prevented its 
beneficiaries from becoming depend- 
ent on tho public department, and ask- 
ing the audience to romemer the Com- 
munity Chest, to which the majority 
of Newton organizations belong and 
from which they draw their funds for 
their philanthropies and other activi- 
ties. 

A delightful interlude was provided 
by Florence Carter Allen who contrib- 
uted four very pleasing piano solos. 

! “Motion Pictures as the Club Worn- 
! an Would Like to See It” was the 
topic chosen by Mrs. Oscar H. Blais- 
dell, chairman of Motion Pictures for 
the State Federation. Mrs. Blaisdell 
brought greetings from the Quincy 
Federation, and cited instances where 
interested women have greatly in- 
fluenced the programs of pictures 
shown in their home towns and spoke 
of the lists available classifying pic- 
tures. She emphasized the family pro- 
grams, and at the end of her talk con- 
cluded that in the last analysis the 
moving picture problem Is In the 
hands of the public, and approval or 
disapproval may be expressed by the 
attendance or absence from the thea- 
tre, and alBO by approval or adverse 
criticism of programs to the mana- 
gers of the theatres. 

Carl E. Milliken. former governor 
of Maine, and at present a member of 
the Hay's Organization in New York, 
gave his views of “Motion Pictures 
as the Producer Sees It.” He gave a 
brief history of the development of 
the business, and told how gradual 
must be changes to remedy faults. He 
regretted the lack of parental super- 
vision in the attendance of children, 
and spoke of the care taken by the 
producers in having pictures pre- 
viewed by three to four hundred wom- 
en serving on volunteer committees. 
He, too, referred to the lists classify- 
ing the pictures, and suggested that 
some means of educating the thea- 
tre goers to an appreciation of finer 
pictures would tend to popularize 
them, as entertainment is a voluntary 
choice, and pictures shown must jus- 
tify themselves by receipts. He 
touched upon many considerations 
from the producers’ point of view and 
replied to several questions. Motion 
Picture Councils in some of the cities 
have done much to improve the char- 
acter of programs. Theatre managers 
were present from some of the nearby 
houses and were given an opportunity 
to speak personally with Mr. Milliken. 

A recess was called late In the af- 
ternoon to permit the departure of 
those who found It necessary to leave, 
but due to the enthusiasm expressed 
on the subject, many remained to talk 
further with Mr. Milliken. 

This very successful meeting was 
a fine tribute to the careful planning 
of Mrs. Ratzburg and her committee.

Levs Birds Reasonable 
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Appropriation for 
Plans of Newton 
NRA Projects 

Alderman Temperley Criticiz- 
es Action Taken By 
Aldermen 


Following a discussion as a com- 
mittee of the whole in private meet- 
ing on Mondny night the Board of 
Aldermen voted to appropriate $17,000 
for plans and specifications on sever- 
al projects which are to he financed 
by the NRA provided this city obtains 
approval of its applications for finan- 
cial grants on these projects. 

Alderman Temperley objected to 
the appropriation, on the contention 
that money for it was to be taken 
from the Excess and Deficiency Fund. 
He produced a financial statement 
issued on October 31st to the Aider- 
men by Comptroller of Accounts White 
to prove his contention that there is 
not enough money remaining in this 
fund to meet the appropriation. Ac- 
cording to this statement the Excess 
and Deficiency Fund had only $1651.66 
remaining on October 31. The Water 
Fund had a balance of $96,172. He 
commented, "Isn’t it unusual to ap- 
propriate money when we haven’t it?” 
Alderman Gordon, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, replied, “We have 
$17,000 coming to the city from the 
State and from Federal grants.” 

President Collins of the Board said 
that there is ample money in the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund to meet the 
appropriation and if there is not we 
can take the money from the Water 
Fund. Alderman Bowen stated that 
there was $98,000 in the Excess and 
Deficiency Fund on October 31, as 
there is no difference, legally between 
this fund and the Water Fund. He 
commented that since that date $50,- 
000 additional has become available, 
although he was not aware, whether, 
or not it had been assigned to the 
E and D fund. 

Alderman Temperley asserted that 
the city lias no legal right to use 
money from the Water Fund for oth- 
er expenses of the city. He said that 
the surplus in the Water Fund is 
money taken from users of water by 
overcharges. Alderman Collins re- 
plied that it is improbable that money 
will be taken from the Water Fund 
to meet the appropriation for the 
plans and specifications on the pro- 
posed school buildings and incinera- 
tor, but that if such action is taken, 
it will he legal. Collins stated that 
about 5 years ago money was taken 
from the Water Fund for other city 
expenses. 

Alderman Cronin asked Alderman 
Gordon, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, who is to receive the $17,- 
000 and for what services? Gordon 
replied that $1500 is for plans and 
specifications on the proposed incin- 
erator, to be paid to Metcalf & Eddy, 
engineers; $4500 for claims of the 
new grade school at Nevada st., New- 
tonville, to be paid to Ralph C. Henry; 
for the plarffc of the addition to the 
Rigelow School, $3500 to Hubert Rip- 
ley and Lee Boutelier; for plans of 
the addition to the Day School, $2000 
to James Ritchie. The Public Build- 
ings Department will receive $1000 
for additional employees. $750 for blue 
prints and $750 for incidental ex- 
penses. 

Cronin next asked Gordon where 
the incinerator will lie located? Gor- 
don answered that he does not know 
where the proposed rubbish burner 
will be erected. Cronin inquired of 
Gordon if he deems it advisable to 
spend money for plans for the incin- 
erator before it is known where this

Aldermen Argue 
Over New Pumps 
To Pump Water 

At the meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday night the sum of $11,000 was 
appropriated for the purchase of two 
electrically operated pumps to be in- 
stalled in a small brick building at 
the Newton water reservation in 
Needham. This matter was not on 
the typewritten docket but came be- 
fore tlie Board for the first time just 
prior to tlie calling of the meeting. 
Alderman Hawkins asked Alderman 
Jamieson, chairman of the special 
committee on water supply for in- 
formation regarding the pumps. Jamie- 
son explained that the pumps will be 
installed on the Needham side of the 
Charles River at the end of the long 
wooden conduit through which the 
water is carried to the 24-inch iron 
pipe that runs under the river to the 
pumping station. He said the pur- 
pose of the pumps is to equalize the 
pressure within the pipe with that of 
file pressure of tlie water in the river, 
to offset the friction in the pipe, ami 
to provide a higher head of water 
for the pipe from the Needham side. 

Alderman Gallagher amplified Jamie- 
son’s explanation by saying that the 
State Board of Health had been ap- 
prehensive that the pressure of the 
water in tlie river might cause some of 
it to leak into the pipe, but that 
the joint on the pipe had never leaked. 
He stated that by installing the pumps 
and providing more pressure within 
the pipe, the State Board of Health 
would be satisfied. 

Alderman Temperley said he is not 
in accord with the water program. He 
said criticisms on Newton water are 
common all over the city and the al- 
dermen should go slow before spend- 
ing more money on Newton’s water 
supply. He commented that to bring 
in an order for an appropriation in- 
volving $11,000, anU passing this or- 
der on the same night "is too fast for 
me.” Alderman Cronin said, "We 
don’t know anything about these 
pumps.” He asked Alderman Jamie- 
son, “What kind of pumps are to oe 
purchased and who will they be pur- 
chased from?” He also inquired as to 
who had asked for the purchase of the 
pumps. Jamieson replied that he did 
not know what the type of pumps 
will he or who will furnish them. He 
said the Water Commissioner had re- 
quested the installation of the pumps. 

A vote was taken on making the 
appropriation of $11,000 for the pur- 
chase of the pumps. All of the Al- 
dermen with the exception of Aider- 
man Temperley voted for the appro- 
priation. 

Another appropriation for the Wa- 
ter Department was $1000 to pay 
fees to Weston & Sampson, consult- 
ing engineers. Alderman Hawkins 
inquired what this appropriation was 
for. Alderman Jamieson answered 
that every year this firm is retained 
as consultants on the water supply 
and that they were consulted about 
the new pumps and other matters in 
connection with the recent trouble 
with the water, and thus had to be 
paid tor these services.

Bridge Over Charles 
Is Called Unsafe 


The old bridge over the Charles 
River at Riverside lias been declared 
unsafe by Street Commissioner Stuart 
and warning signs were placed on it 
last Saturday advising the public that 
those traveling over the bridge do so 
at their own risk. These signs are 
illuminated at night. The bridge was 
built about 74 years ago and it is of 
wood with steel girders. It is 175 
feet long and extends from Charles 
st.. Auburndale to Riverside rd., Wes- 
ton. Since the athletic field of Bos- 
ton University was located in Weston 
several years ago. there lias been a 
large amount of traffic over the old 
bridge on days when games were 
played at this field. A few years ago 
a firm of bridge experts who made 
a survey of the bridge declared that 
it siiould be replaced. Recently a 
perceptible swaying has been observed 
at tlie bridge and tlie warning pre- 
cautions were deemed necessary. It 
is estimated that it will cost about 
$200,000 to build a new bridge at this 
location. The cost of such a bridge 
must be borne by tlie City of Newton. 
Town of Weston, County of Middlesex, 
and the Commonwealth.

Five Mayoralty Candidates, 
Many Others Speak to 
Capacity Audience 

At the first public rally of the 1933 
municipal campaign at the John Ward 
School. Chestnut Hill, on Monday 
night all five of the mayoralty candi- 
dates spoke to audiences which over- 
flowed tlie capacity of the auditorium. 
Many of the aldermanie and school 
committee candidates also spoke. The 
rally was held under the auspices of 
the Newton Civic Society with Mr. A. 
C. Webber, president, acting as chair- 
man. In addition to Mayor Weeks 
the Mayoralty candidates who spoke 
were Walter A. Hodgdon. Thomas W. 
White. Paul Harris Drake, and Frank 
H. Sullivan. 

Mr. Hodgdon assailed the pre-elec- 
tion pledge card organization work of 
the Weeks Campaign Committee as 
un-American and charged that the 
campaign tactics of Mr. White were 
an attempt to hoodwink Democrats 
and Independents while trying to re- 
tain Republican friendships in a non- 
partisan election. 

Mr. Hodgdon said in part: 

"We are all human and make mis- 
takes, I made one four years ago 
when I supported our present Mayor. 
I consider his campaign of forcing 
people to sign pledge cards as the 
dirtiest deal ever perpetrated in New- 
ton politics. It is evidence of the 
contempt held for the ordinary man’s 
intelligence by the plutocratic Repub- 
lican politician. It nullifies the free 
dom of the ballot box. It must be il- 
legal. it shows conclusively that 
Weeks realizes he cannot win legiti- 
mately oil his record or on the is- 
sues. You are not bound to vote for 
Weeks because you signed one of 
these cards. On the contrary you 
siiould vote against the politician that 
would use such an unfair method of 
getting votes. We are free people 
and will remain so despite Weeks and 
his henchmen with their Un-American 
pledge cards. 

"We have another Hoover Repub- 
lican candidate the Hon. Thomas W. 
White. He preceded me as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Aldermen from 
Ward 5. He calls himself a Non-Par- 
tisan candidate. He is no more a non- 
partisan candidate than was Hoover 
in 1932 or Nichols this year. He terms 
himself a non-partisan candidate to 
get Democratic and Independent votes 
hut is a Republican of Republicans to 
members of that party. He is as much 
a dved-in-the-wool black Republican 
as is Weeks. 

“He is an expert political manipu- 
lator and knows all the tricks of the 
trade. To influence Republican vot- 
ers he published in the Newton pa- 
pers two letters from well known Re- 
publicans. One was from former Gov- 
ernor Allen and the other from Ex- 
President Hoover, who promised us 
a chicken in every pot but gave us 
soup. 

"The latter letter Mas sent to Mr. 
White i few days before Mr. Hoo- 
ver turned tlie White House over to 
our great leader. President Roosevelt, 
j and with it a country on the verge of 
I ruin. It proves that Mr. White is a 
personal friend of Mr. Hoover and 
that he is trying to get votes on the 
strength of this friendship. 

"Now that the reason for the use 
of this letter has been brought out in 
tlie open Mr. White’s next move will 
he to placate the Democrats and oth- 
ers who consider Mr. Hoover a lia- 
bility. His plan may be to publish 
letters from well known Democrats, 
say from Senators and Congressmen 
tricked by Mr. White into the belief 
that this really is a non-partisan elec- 
tion. He might through his connec- 
tions as a bank Director get a let- 
ter from J. P. Morgan, or if he thinks 
it necessary to publish letters from 
outsiders, to be elected in Newton 
why not ask Mr. Morgan or Mr. Hoo- 
ver to have the King of England write 
him one. 

"White has been making a concert- 
ed drive for Democratic votes in 
Wards 1 and 2 where his Republican 
workers Heathcote. Childs and Boyd 
and his running mate Aldermanie 
candidate Kligman are trying to make 
the voters believe that White is more 
a Democrat than a Republican and 
that he is a friend of the working man 
and Civil Service job-holder. 

“Summing up the Weeks and White 
plans of campaigning we find that the 
Weeks campaign is one of coercion. 
He is not interested in issues. He 
wants pledged votes regardless of how 
they are obtained. White’s campaign 
is one of hoodwinking Democrats and 
Independents into voting for him as 
n democratic non-partisan candidate 
while advising Republicans that he is 
still the same old Republican wheel- 
horse and friend of Hoover. Allen. 
Butler and Innis. 

"There are plenty of issues. I 
have included twenty of them in my 
platform. I ask Mr. Weeks and Mr. 
White to state their poaitiou on these 
issues.” 

In stating his platform Mr. Hodg- 
don reiterated several principles he 
has previously set forth as well as 
others which included the appoint- 
ment and employment of Newton citi- 
zens in all city positions and work, 
the purchasing of supplies by the city 
from Newton business men and citi- 
zens, pure water and the reduction of 
the minimum and metered charges, 
compliance with civil service laws and 
organized labor, a two platoou sys- 
tem in the tire department, adequate 
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Newton Receives 
$161,000 for Civil 
Works Now Started 

Plan Employment for 900 Men 
Through Coming Winter 
Months 

Of the $12,000,000 allotted to Massa- 
chusetts from the Civil Works Fund 
which is being financed by the Fed- 
eral Government, Newton will receive 
$161,000. This money will be used 
to provide work for hundreds of un- 
employed Newton men: in fact, it is 
planned to give work to about 900 
men until about the middle of Febru- 
ary. Already about 350 men who have 
been getting aid from the Welfare 
Department and Soldiers Relief of 
the city have been assigned to work. 
Of those put to work. 120 are em- 
ployed at Edmands Park at Newton: 
120 at Cold Spring Playground at 
Newton Highlands: 100 at Auburn- 
dale Playground near Islington rd.. 
and 25 at the Thompsonville play- 
ground. Nearly all the men who 
have been on the welfare lists wel- 
comed the opportunity to work and 
obtain money for themselves and their 
dependents. About a dozen refused 
to go to work and wanted to continue 
receiving the food doles, rent and fuel 
allowances. Unless these men can 
prove that they are physically unable 
to work, they will probably be de- 
prived of welfare aid, in accordance 
with the order issued by the State 
officials. 

The men will work 30 hours each 
week and will be paid 50 cents per 
hour. Foremen will receive 60 cents 
an hour: and should any mechanics 
be employed on skilled labor they will 
he paid $1.20 per hour. The work will 
he supervised by Federal officials and 
the men will be paid in Federal checks. 
In addition to the men from the wel- 
fare lists who have been put to work, 
it is planned to employ an equal num- 
ber of men who have not been receiv- 
ing aid from the city. Many of these 
men have been filling applications at 
the office of the Mayor’s Relief Com- 
mittee at City Hall. 

A special meeting of the Board of ; 
Aldermen was called last night bv 
Mayor Weeks for the purpose of mak- 
ing two appropriations to purchase 
tools, supplies and material which will 
he used in the projects to be financed j 
by the Civil Works Commission. For , 
the work to be done under supervi- 1 
sion of the Playground Department. 
$15,000 was appropriated: for the 
work to be done under supervision of 
the Street Department. $5000.

Financial Status 
Of Newton Cited 
By Weeks at Rally 

Lowest Tax Rate in State and 
Sound Credit Accomplish* 
ments During Depression 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks 

Citing facts and figures to prove his 
point. Mayor Sinclair Weeks, at the 
first public rally of the 1933 May- 
oralty Campaign in the Ward School. 
Chestnut Hill, Monday night, de- 
clared that Newton under his admin- 
istration has the lowest tax rate and 
the soundest credit of any city in 
Massachusetts. The success of any 
administration, he pointed out, is 
based on its financial standing. His 
campaign, he pointed out, is based 
on a record of accomplishment during 
the worst depression in our history. 
The campaign of his four opponents, 
of necessity, he declared, is and must 
be based solely on promises. 

“For the past three years,” the 
Mayor said, "prudent management on 
the part of city department heads, 
and extraordinary cooperation on tfie 
part of the Board of Aldermen, ha.s 
enabled my administration to reduce 
taxes. Without the cooperation of 
the Aldermen and Department Heads 
I, or no other mayor, could harve ac- 
complished the record of which all 
Newton is proud and which men and 
women throughout the state are point- 
ing as a model of city government. It 
is well to consider that 17 of the 21 
Aldermen are supporting me for re- 
election. To have the men I have 
labored with overwhelmingly behind 
me is a tribute that I greatly, appre- 
ciate. 

"There have been no ‘pay-less pay- 
days in Newton.”' Mayor ’Weeks de- 
clared. "Why not? Because Newton 
has been kept in good financial con 
dition. Everett teachers, police, fire, 
city employees, a little more than a 
year ago went without pay for eight 
weeks; Haverhill for 3 weeks; Lowell 
for nearly four months; Quincy for 3 
weeks; Taunton for 3 weeks; Wal- 
tham was one week in arrears for a 
period of four months this year and 
Revere employees right now haven’t 
been paid for 3 1-2 months. 

“We in Newton cut salaries 7 1-2 
per cent. You in business, you whi 
pay the taxes, I daresay have been cut 
much more. I know of private con- 
cerns which cut from 25 to 50 per 
cent. Many cities required their em- 
ployees to 'contribute’ part of their 
salaries and others took the man- 
like step and made a cut in wage 
When good times return, those cuts 
will be restored. We in Newton took 
from the pay envelopes of police, fire- 
men. laborers, teachers and clerks, 
the smallest amount taken by any 
city in greater Boston. Brookline took 
10 per cent: Cambridge 10; Chelsea 
took 20; Everett took 10: Fall River 
took 20; Haverhill took 16 2-3: Lowell 
took 10 to 20: Lynn. Malden. Medford 
and Melrose took 10; Boston took 10 
and Revere 20. I think Newton's 
and 15; Quincy took 10: Somerville 15 
city employees, who look at the en 
tire picture, are well satisfied with 
the way their chosen officials have 
treated them. 

"Don't be misled by ‘hit or miss’ 
statements about the tax rate which 
some of my opponents hare been mak- 
ing,” advised Mayor Weeks. “Our tax 
rate in 1929 when I assumed office 
was $27.20. Today it is $24.80. The 
results have been obtained primarily 
because your city departments did not 
expend all the money given to them 
each year in the budget. They saved

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


FLAGGING WALTHAM 
OFF THE UNBEATEN 
TRACK BY 6 POINTS 

Newton high flagged Waltham off 
tho unbeaten track last Saturday at 
Dickinson Stadium. Newtonville when 
Charlie Flagg. Newton quarterback, 
tallied the only score of the day in 
the third period for a 6 to 0 victory. 
While Flagg was outstanding in the 
Newton nttack lie had the valuable 
help of Ilia mates to make him the 
greatest ground gainer of the day. 
Captain Charley Thompson, a surprise 
starter handicapped by nn injured 
side, was the defensive hero stopping 
I.arrv Harrigan, Waltham hack, on a 
touchdown jaunt In the nick of time. 
The run was the moat thrilling inci- 
dent of the day from every angle. 
Late in the third period Newton had 
worked its way deep into Waltham 
territory when Harrigan leaped Into 
the air to snare a Flagg forward 
pass on the Waltham 8-yard line. 
Amid rapidly forming interference 
Harrigan set sail on his long jour- 
ney. apparently safe from any New- 
ton tackier. But Thompson seemed 
inspired as he started his race to 
overtake the Waltham carrier who 
had almost a twenty yard lead. Out- 
stepping the Waltham interference 
the Newton lender gradually reduced 
the gap and overhauled Harrigan near 
the sideline. With a sure-fire tackle 
he tossed the Waltham runner out of 
hounds nt the Newton 27-ynrd line, 
63 yards from the point the pass was 
intercept*'!, to save tho day. As 
Thompson drove for the tnckle Hnrri- 
gan tried in vain to sidestep. 

Another important factor In New- 
ton’s victory was the punting of Sandy 
Slonne. Continually the lanky New- 
ton youth, who a year ago was a re- 
serve guard candidate, got away beau- 
tifully placed punts to keep the visit- 
ors on the defensive. Not more than 
twice did Sloane’s punts go over the 
goalline with several going out of 
hounds inside the 20-yard stripe or 
being downed by tho Newton ends 
and tackles almost within the shadow 
of the Waltham goal. For three pe- 
riods Waltham was never in Newton 
territory with the exception of the 
Anal three plays of the first half af- 
ter Harrigan’s run.

building will be located? Gordon re- 
plied that Metcalf & Eddy have made 
plans which can be used on any loca- 
tion. Alderman Sproat commented 
that the aldermen had been told that 
Metcalf & Eddy had agreed to make 
these plans without expense to the 
city and would depend on the funds 
received from the NRA for their fees. 
Cronin’s next question was — "Will the 
$17,000 for these appropriations come 
from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund?” Gordon answered in the af- 
firmative, but Alderman Murray cor- 
rected him and said that about $8000 
of this amount will come from the 
School Fund. Gordon said Murray 
was right; that $8681.80 will come 
from the School Fund. 

Alderman Temperley asked Aider- 
man Gordon if he had knowledge of 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund hav- 
ing been increased in recent weeks? 
President Collins answered the ques- 
tion by saying that money is available 
in the fund to pay the appropriations, 
but he did not know the exact amount 
of the fund. 

Alderman Cronin asked Alderman 
Gordon when the city will receive the 
grants from the NRA for the school 
projects and the incinerator? Gordon 
answered, “God alone knows.” 

A separate vote was taken on the 
appropriation of $4500 for plans of 
the incinerator. Aldermen Cronin, 
Sproat and Temperley voted "No” on 
this matter. On the other appropria- 
tions included in the $17,000, Aider- 
man Temperley was the sole member 
to vote “No.” He contended that he had 
not been shown that there was money 
in the Excess and Deficiency Fund to 
meet these appropriations.

out of their accounts and turned hack 
to the Treasury $117,000 in 1930; 
$162,000 in 1931; $168,000 in 1932. I 
expect a like saving to be turned back 
when this year ends. That’s what 
counts in city affairs, just as it counts 
in private affairs. You are success 
ful to the extent of what you can 
Have out of what you have to spend. 

“And did we reduce the taxes by 
‘dipping in’ to a fabulous city surplus 
which was left over from the pre- 
vious administration? No! For years 
it lias been the practice to take from 
the surplus some money and apply it 
to the taxes. It is legal. It is au- 
thorized and can only he done with 
upprovul of the State Tax Commis- 
sioner. It is right that you taxpayers 
should g«*t tin* benefit of tin* money 
your public servants saved for you. 

“However, there was a good sur- 
plus left over at tho end of 1929, when 
I came into office. In fact, it amount- 
ed to $384,000. Yet tho surplus was 
$150,000 at the end of 1930; $721,000 
ut the end of 1931 and at the end of 
last yeur it was $404,000. So you 
can see at a glance thut wo did not 
use un ‘inherited surplus' to reduce 
tuxes. Tho surplus In 1929, I repeat, 
wuh $3M,000 and in 1932 It was $20,000 
greater^ or $404,000. 

“And 1 h our credit sound? When 
we need money in the early part of 
the yeur before tux money comes in. 
can we go to the banks uml borrow? 
for every city lias to borrow in an- 
ticipation of taxes — we can most def-

initely. That’s why we have never 
missed or delayed a single city pay 
day. Moreover, we can borrow at very 
low rates. 

“In 1932 when Boston, Springfield. 
Worcester and other cities of the state 
were borrowing money at 6 per cent 
and when some communities could not 
borrow at all, Newton was able to ob- 
tain all the money it needed or wanted 
at rates of 5-4 ^ per cent and lower. 
When conditions improved, the rates 
of interest dropped. At that time — 
along in July and August — most of the 
others were paying 3 1-2 per cent while 
Newton, in July, was paying less than 
1*6 per cent— 1.37 per cent to he exact. 
On September 20, we borrowed at a 
rate of .67, lowest of any loan made 
to any city in Massachusetts. 

“During this year, the municipali- 
ties’ of the state have borrowed at 
rates ranging from 6 percent to .48, 
or less than 1-2 of one per cent. That 
low rate — the record for the state — 
was Newton’s.” 

Mayor Weeks also explained how 
the city’s Police and Fire Departments 
have been improved; how the city’s 
health has been guarded; how schools 
and playground facilities have been 
increased and the vast amount of 
work that has been done to improve 
and modernize the city’s Water De- 
partment. 

Ho pointed to the administration’s 
interest in labor by giving street work 
to the city forces instead of to con- 
tractors and showed that all of his ap- 
pointments during the past four years 
have been non-political.

Newton and Brookline will battle it 
out Thanksgiving Day morning on 
the Municipal Field at Brookline in 
their annunl tilt in which Newton will 
bo striving to capture, beyond all 
shadow of doubt, the Suburban league 
championship for the second succes- 
sive year. With Newton favored to 
win it is almost a certainty as even a 
tie gumo will bring the orange and 
blnck through supreme, while a vic- 
tory for Brookline will mean a tie for 
league honors between Newton and 
Rindge Tech. 

Newton has all the better of tho 
season’s record to date with six vic- 
tories and three defeats in its nine 
games to date while the Wealthy 
Towners have been defeated in all 
seven of their games played?

Thomas Goodwin, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Gregg, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Bascom, 
and the father of the club, William 
Halliday, formerly of the Newton 
Trust Company, sat before the beau- 
tiful birthday cake with the members 
and their wives and invited guests. 
This cake was later cut by the presi- 
dent and distributed by Mrs. Lois 
Merritt and Mrs. Emily Dunbar. A 
beautiful floral creation was present- 
ed by the Concord Club and individual 
bouquets by Matty Ruane. 

After the repast the president wel- 
comed the Invited guests and spoke 
most appealingly of the significance 
of the decade of accomplishment of 
the club. 

The program of the evening was 
then placed in charge of Dr. Cecil 
Clark. He said in part: 

"I am always happy to serve you 
and the Newton Rotary Club. Rotary 
has been officially in Newton ten years 
tonight.

It has been as 
high as 65. It is 59 at present. It 
has been remarkably stable during 
the past four years when other organ- 
izations have had great difficulty to 
exist or have passed out of existence 
entirely. Rotary International en- 
circles the globe with over 3,600 clubs 
and a membership of over 147,000. 
Since July 1, 1933, 25 new Rotary 
Clubs have been added. We like to 
feel that the influence of Rotary in 
Newton extends beyond our active 
membership. There are 42 Rotarians 
who for various reasons were obliged 
to give up their membership. They 
ure still Rotarians ut heurt und we 
hope they are continuing to carry on. 

"Tho success of Rotary in Nowton 
is measured by the sum of all the ef- 
forts of the individual members, not 
only in behalf of tho club, hut in their 
own vocations und in all their dully 
contacts. I chulleuego you to name an 
organization in tills city — vocational, 
religious, educational, community, roc- 
reutlonal, or character building in 
which you will not find Rotarians do- 
ing their putt. We vulue most highly 
the friendly fellowship which exists 
between Rotarians everywhere.” 

After u response by Brundt Lowe uf 
tlie Boston Club, tho parental sponsor 
of tho Newton Club, tho club wuh en- 
tertained by u group of minstrels from 


the local club and invited guests, with 
Dr. Clark ns interlocutor. Eddie 
Ingrnham of Milton gave some very 
original selections at the piano. Mrs. 
Mary Willey of Boston rendered some 
whistling solos; Miss Elva Boyden of 
Brockton sang most effectively. “At 
the Epd of the Sunset Trail” and

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District Nursing 
Work on Increase 

Annual Reports Show De- 
crease in Earned Income 


At the annual meeting of tho 
Newton District Nursing Association 
held at the Central Congregational 
Church. Newtonville, November 19, 
the reports of Miss Hilda Nelson R. 
N., Director of work of the Associa- 
tion. and of the Nursing Committee 
showed that the work and responsi- 
bilities carried by the district nurses 
of the city have increased during the 
past year and that the income from 
paid work has decreased. Speakers 
at the meeting were Dr. Wilson Smi- 
lie of the Harvard School of Public 
Health, and Miss Charlotte Raymond. 
Dr. Smilie outlined the ideal Health 
Department In a mythical city of 100,- 
000 population and Miss Raymond dis- 
cussed the nutrition work of the New- 
ton Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. 

The nine nurses of the Association 
made 19,097 visits at homes during 
the year of which 17,645 were for bed- 
side care and the remainder for so- 
cial work with the needy. A total of 

I, 079 patients were cared for. an in- 
crease of 141 over the previous year. 

The Well Baby Clinics are showing 
a healthy growth. Last year 310 new 
babies were admitted to the clinics 
and the total attendance at 194 ses- 
sions was 3,336. Miss Nelson said in 
her report that she considers the ef- 
fort in this field the most important of 
all. because it is constructive pre- 
ventive work and is bound to lessen 
sickness and dependancy in the city 
as the years go by. 

Free visits by the nurses more than 
doubled during the year. This was 
chiefly due to falling off in the group 
which partly pays for the service. 
On the other hand, there was a slight 
increase in the group which pays the 
full cost of nursing visits at one dol- 
lar each. This, however, was not 
sufficient to offset the decrease in in- 
come from tlie other class, so that the 
Association will be obliged to depend 
to a greater extent than heretofore 
upon benevolent gifts. 

Of the eight nurses employed under 
Miss Nelson’s supervision, four are 
graduate nurses and four are student 
nurses from the Newton Hospital who 
serve for a period of two months each 
as part of their regular training 
course.

Digest Editor Tells 
How The Movies 
Affect Children 

At First of Sunday Lectures at 
West Newton 


The box office is at present the god 
of the motion picture business accord- 
ing to statements mnde by represen- 
tatives of tlie industry, and it is up to 
tho people to change the gods, de- 
clared Henry James Foreman of New 
York in delivering the opening ud 
dress of tlie third lecture series nt 
tlie Unitarian Church in West New- 
ton on Sunday evening. 

Taking for his subject “What the 
Movies do to Our Children," he based 
his lecture upon the results of a four 
year study of motion pictures by some 
of the leading psychologists of the 
country under the Payne Fund. The 
study covered 1,500 motion pictures 
exhibited over a ten year period, clas- 
sified them as to the subjects which 
they treated and then made a care- 
ful study of their effect upon the 
young. 

Audiences were also studied. It 
was found that of the 77 million av- 
erage weekly attendance at the mo- 
tion picture houses of the country, 
37 percent were minors and that the 
entire school population averages one 
movie a week. 

The study of the subjects treated 
by motion pictures revealed that be- 
tween 75 and 80 percent deal with 
crime, sex and love. The leading 
criminal is usually the most attrac- 
tive man in the cast and crime is 
apt to be presented in such a way 
as to condone the act. A study of 
110 pictures showed 440 crimes, or an 
average of four to the picture. 

In studying the effects of pictures 
upon children and adolescents, it was 
found that children will average to 
remember three out of five things an 
adult will remember. It was found 
that the sleep of both boys and girls 
was seriously disturbed by viewing 
crime and horrors and that in many 
cases tlie effect extended over a period 
of five days. 

It was also found that the ideas 
of the young are being powerfully af- 
fected and their opinions moulded by 
the movies. In one instance it was 
found that large groups of school 
children became pro-Chinese as a re- 
sult of a picture which they saw, and 
in another school they became rabid 
anti-Negro from seeing “The Birth of 
a Nation." 

The speaker further said that hun- 
dreds of case histories compiled in 
our reformatories and prisons trace 
their trouble to the movies. In a 
certain institution for delinquent girls, 
54 percent trace their downfall to the 
movies, and a somewhat lower per- 
centage of young men said that they 
started on their crime career because 
of a desire to lie a “big shot” like 
the fellows in the movies. 

He said that the movies actually 
teach how to cojnmit many different 
kinds of crime witli the greatest safe- 
ty. One study of case histories in a 
boys’ reformatory showed that 32 dif- 
ferent kinds of crime had been learned 
from the movies. 

In answer to the common statement 
that “The movies show life as it is." 
Mr. Foreman showed how the crime 
element in life was exaggerated and 
how few of the characters were peo- 
ple with useful occupations. Fie .-,uid 
they were not true to life. 

Mr. Foreman believes that an im- 
partial commission should be appoint- 
ed to censor all motion pictures which 
might come under inter-state com- 
merce. He believes that intelligent 
people should refuse to patronize pic- 
tures which are gauged to a moronic 
mind of 12 years of age. He also de- 
nounced the block system of booking. 

He said that enough good pictures 
have been produced successfully to 
show that it can be done. 

Following the lecture there was t a 
lively question period participated *ln 
by an unusually large number. The next 
lecture will be given on the evening 
of December 3 by Selma Ekrem on 
the subject. “Young Turkey Looks 
Backward." 

Want Many Postal 
Employee* to Retire 

Postoffice inspectors, including one 
from Washington, have been inter- 
viewing postofflee clerks and letter 
carriers in the Newton offices this 
week regarding the retirement of 
those who have been 30 years or 
more in the service. Until this year 
the age of retirement for postofflee em- 
ployees was 65 years. But, some 
months ngo. in the drive for alleged 
economy, and to create jobs for young- 
er men, the postofflee department 
made it optional for any employee 
who had served 30 years, to retire 
on a pension. Now. the postofflee de- 
partment proposes to retire through- 
out the country some thousands of 
the older employees. The quota for 
the Boston district would be around 
a couple of hundred. 

Most of the men do not want to re- 
tire, as it will mean a cut of about 
50 r '> , or more in their Incomes. Many 
of them are in their early 50s. and are 
quite efficient. Because of their ex- 
perience. and the fact that they were 
trained when the postal service was 
much more efficient than it has been 
In late years, they may bo more val- 
uable to the public than some of their 
successors would be.

The picture which he gets of the way the child meets his dnljy 
task is hazy at best. 

Compare now the following report which would be sent under 
the new plan: 

“Dear Mrs. Jones: 

May I report to you on John's progress in the eighth grade? 

His Mathematics teacher has informed me that his achievement 
in Mathematics is up to the standard we are requiring of him. hav- 
ing thus far completed the requirement for work in his Mathe- 
matics section. 

His lack of attention to the details of penmanship and sentence 
construction handicap his written English. Concentration upon this 
weakness should bring his English work up to the standard set for 
him. We are now emphasizing this particular difficulty. He enjoys 
the literature read in the class and is developing an appreciation 
of poetry. 

Latin is proving to be a stumbling block in spite of valiant effort 
on his part to overcome the difficulties. I feel after a half year’s 
work which haH not resulted in real progress the situation is such 
that we should seriously consider a change in John's program of 
studies. John’s counsellor is planning to take this matter up with 
you. 

There is one aspect in which we feel your co-operation would 
mean much in John’s development. He needs to be guided in the 
giving of attention to details. He should be encouraged in habits of 
thoroughness in everything he attempts. 

John’s attitude in schdol is most commendable: he co-operates 
most willingly in all school enterprises and particularly the safety 
patrol.” 

This makes the matter entirely a personal one. The parent learns 
the exact nature of the child’s success or difficulty. After confer- 
ence with the teacher, proper steps may be taken to correct the 
child’s course and to lead him to a happy and successful school 
career.

Five Candidates for 
Mayor by P. W. C. 


“Vas you dere, Sharlie?” 

In other words were you present 
at the truly remarkable rally staged 
by the Newton Civic Society in the 
John Ward School. Newton Centre, 
Monday evening. If not, you missed 
out badly for 1 never saw anything 
like it in Newton. 

A jam-packed hall — more people out- 
side than in, necessitating an over- 
flow meeting — all live candidates for 
Mayor on the platform (though never 
more than two at one time) — at least 
sixteen candidates for the Board and 
three for the School Committee — a pre- 
siding officer who did a beautiful job 
under very trying circumstances — 
good speeches, not so good speeches 
and just plain bows to the audience — 
solemn statistics on the financial con- 
dition of the city sparkling Irish wit 

mixed with native Yankee humor — 
good-natured banter — ill - considered 
thrusts which smacked of poor breed- 
ing — funny stories 1933 model — pos- 
sibly funny stories 1898 model (G. O. 
P kittens turn Democratic as their 
eyes open) charges, counter-charges — 
u brawl in the making (what a Jause 
Mr. Sullivan missed) — parliamentary 
rules laid down by the chairman, a 
born optimist, — only to be stepped on, 
first lightly and then with the power 
of a 100 ton truck — thrusts at the 
poor House of Stuart (what a lot of 
free publicity some people get!) — reci- 
tations of platforms with 12-20 differ- 
ent planks (some rotten) — spieling of 
candidates’ records, including birth, 
war and everything but jail — assorted 
costumes of the various actors rang- 
ing all the way from Mayor Weeks’ 
unostentatious business stilt to Ar- 
thur H. Crane’s “soup and fish” (hard- 
ly recognized you, Arthur after seeing 
you at the Nonantum rally) — tall men 
and short — big men and little — modest 
violets who tiptoed to the platform, 
bowed pleasantly and (about 11:00 p. 
m.) retired at once amid deafening 
applause — candidates with loud speak- 
ers who proclaim vociferously their 
overwhelming superiority to their op- 
ponents (remember the audience 
chanting “vote for me”?) — one can- 
didate innocently asserting that lie 
wus the only legitimate candidate for 
the joli — candidate Guzzi, the self- 
styled 22nd Alderman explaining for 
the 342nd time how lie got an elec- 
tric light pole erected in three days 
(or was it two and a half days, Al- 
fred?) while the sitting Alderman was 
fast asleep — tirades on the water sys- 
tem. the rates — the iniquitous closed 
sessions of the Board -the suggestion, 
apparently serious, that the Aldermen 
should be paid — the less serious sug- 
gestion thut tlie present Board might 
die on the Mayor’s hands — insinua- 
tions thut Republican cumlidutes were 
making a big play for Democratic 
votes and vice versa praise for ltooso- 
velt and Hlums for Hoover (obviously 
an important issue in our locul cam- 
paign) Harvard English mixed with 
Bill Cunningham jargon — overtaxed 
seating capacity of hall — some air in- 
cluding tin? hot— much noise— consid- 
erable light and still more lieut in 
some of the addresses — laughter, more 
luughter and uppluuse. 

Having sketched u background, muy 
I now offer a brief thumb-nail sketch 
of the five candidates for mayor. First 
to speak was Paul H. Drake, big, 
amiable and pleusing in appearance, 
obviously a fighter with a sense of 
humor and a knack for repartee. 
Chairman Webber, however, held ills 
own. Drake is different and by thut 
I do not mean queer. He just comes 
out of u mold of bis own. Radlcul, 
yes, but not hopelessly so. Hus a 
real program but lie will be tugged 
out by the catcher before lie gets 
halfway to first buse. 

Next come Tbomus W. White. A 
different White from the mun we 


heard at Nonantum November 16th 
"while in Rome, etc." Very big and 
powerful, a seasoned performer with 
an uncanny knowledge of which stops 
to pull out on the organ. Somewhat 
repressed. It seemed to me, but very 
confident and capable, though lean- 
ing heavily on his State and National 
record and obviously grateful that 
numerous governors of Massachusetts 
had put the stamp of approval on him 
by appointing him to positions of 
trust. Affirmative and constructive 
in t lie main, but bludgeoning the ad- 
ministration just before he wound up. 
The usual line — will be a full-time 
Mayor — no deputy Mayors — Mayor to 
all the people plus a little unconscious 
humor when lie assured the audience 
that he was equally at home on West 
Newton Hill and in Nonantum. Tut 
tut Sir Thomas, I heard your Nonan- 
tum broadside with the “Maynard- 
Leon-Philip” thrust, all three bad, bad 
men up on the Hill. 

In passing over White (as many 
will on December 12th) let us observe 
that the applause at the end of his 
address was very flattering. 

The next speaker was Mayor Weeks 
— quiet, courteous and business-like. 
Looked rather tired and strained, quite 
boyish as he sat there listening to 
tlie robust powerful White, called by 
one of ills opponents a political ma- 
nipulator rather than a politician. 
The Mayor answered White’s argu- 
ments regarding the City’s net debt 
as compared to its valuation, the tax 
rate, etc. It seemed to me that he 
scored substantially and cut away 
considerable ground beneath White’s 
feet. He read testimonials from high 
State officials proving that the City’s 
credit is AA1. He reminded us that 
our tax rate is tlie lowest of any city 
in the State. The audience seemed 
impressed hut I could not he sure 
whether it was because he met White’s 
attack and beat it down or because 
of more personal reasons. At any 
rate the Mayor gradually warmed to 
Ills task and when he left tin? hall 
to address tlie overflow’ meeting, he 
got a great hand. 

Then came Walter A. Hodgdon, an- 
other big and burly candidate. This 
dark-complexioned scrapper calls a 
spade a spade and would like to he 
a grave-digger (for both Weeks and 
White) with 5000 men under him! 
All hurned-up because the posters an- 
nouncing the rally listed Weeks and 
White as the main speakers and then 
in small type off at one side said 
"other candidates for Mayor will 
speak.” Well you had a point at j 
that, old man. It w’as a toufeh break 
hut I certainly hope you can prove 
that crack about a member of the 
Weeks Campaign Committee being 
responsible for it. Not a had plat- 
form. strong in some spots, makes 
good reading and seems to he quite i 
sincere and well-intentioned. How- 
ever, I’m afraid you're up against 
it. The Democrats don’t seem too 
impressed with your 100% Democracy ' 
and a lot of Republicans think you 
are a Democrat, so where do we go 
from here? 

Last but not least, except in stature 
and I am afraid in votes on December 
12th, our good friend Frank H. Sulli- 
van. the public utility expert. You 
really stole the show, Mr. Sullivan. 
When I saw you perched on the plat- 
form so peaceful looking and digni- 
fied I was resigned to a solemn dis- 
sertation on gas and light rates. To 
my amazement and Joy you put more 
pep and humor and happiness into the 
meeting than all the other speakers 
combined. You lmvo some material 
to play with, too — some real issues 
some cogent facts which many of us 
have been unaware of.

Community Service Club of West 
Newton 


The members of tho Community 
Service Club of West Newton and 
their friends enjoyed a rare treat on 
Wednesday, November 15th, at the 
Parish House of tho Unitarian Church, 
when they were privileged to hear a 
lecture by David Seabury. eminent 
psychologist. Mr. Seabury is a force- 
ful and magnetic speaker and his sub- 
ject "Why Are We All So Queer” was 
presented in a most enlightening and 
helpful way. Ho told his audience, 
quite frankly, thut unfortunately al- 
most every one is queer — thut centur- 
ies ugo people wore put in gaol for 
their queerness when, oftentimes, it 
was morely the delirium of illness. 

Mr. Seabury explained* that psychol- 
ogy is the study of normal and abnor- 
mal lives and Ih supposed to give 
people some means of understanding 
their own natures and tho natures of 
others. He referred to tho constric- 
tions of the past when, for Instance, 
us lute as 1870, there was a statute 
which made it a crime for a house- 
holder in the city of Boston to have 
a bathroom in his home, uud said that 
there must be a constructive recondi- 
tioning, not constrictive. The indi- 
vidual cannot he mude to fit the en- 
vironment; t)u> environment must be 
made to fit tho individual before he 
cun function normally. He suid a per- 
son is queer only when ho departs 
from the nuturul and normal, uud he 


declared that all should dare to be 
themselves, thut there would not be a 
normal society until all got down to 
the business of self-reliant living 
which was the most important thing 
in lire. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, 
there was a short question period 
when Mr. Seabury very kindly an- 
swered questions put to him by his 
audience.

Richardson, executive vice-president 
of the Newton Trust Company, who 
spoke briefly, giving Mr. Seward W. 
Jones credit for the A-l standing of 
the Newton Trust Company, and ex- 
plaining that confidence consists of 
Integrity of Management, Financial 
Soundness, Liquidity, and Public Serv- 
ice. 

Professor J. Anton de Haas followed 
Mr. Richardson, giving an intensely in- 
teresting and instructive lecture on 
World Affairs.” 

Dr. de Haas said one of the most 
significant things happening at the 
present time is the very rapid growth 
of more intense nationalistic feeling, 
and, unless in this physical drawing 
together there is also spiritual draw- 
ing together, danger is ahead. He 
referred to the League of Nations, 
the Kellogg Pact, and the World 
Court as effective machinery which 
we have built, but lacked the will to 
make use of. We did not quite un- 
derstand what we were doing when 
we were building It. We have built 
political machinery for World co- 
operation on the basis of World con- 
flict. Instead of facing the readjust- 
ment we have gravitated by a policy 
of every nation for Itself, and no 
nation can put Its own house In or- 
der without taking the brick and mor- 
tar from other nations. He felt that 
doubtful experiments were driving 
money away from America and lead- 
ing to more economic warfare, but 
he was very much in favor of spend- 
ing money to rebuild the slums of our 
big cities, as one dollar spent In this 
way gives twenty times as much em- 
ployment as twenty dollars spent in 
road building, in addition to the im- 
proved sanitary, moral, and social con- 
ditions. 

We should have a planned economic 
National life hut this does not mean 
that we can do It all by ourselves. 
We cannot do It effectively and safely 
except In co-operation with other na- 
tions. 

A very delightful tea was served 
in the Crypt after the program.

Tin* regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen scheduled to start at 
7:45 Monday night commenced at 
.8:35; only 50 minutes into. All mem- 
bers of the Board were present, in 
addition to about 25 citizens. The 
reason for the meeting being even 
later than usual in starting was the 
desire of some of the members to 
attend the political meeting which was 
held In the Ward School at Waban 
Hill. It was understood that the cus- 
tomary recess session would not he 
held so that the meeting would be 
completed early. 

Tlie first matter on the docket was 
a henring on the petition of Ada Yan- 
dell for a permit to keep 350 gal- 
lons of gasoline for private use at 
100 Pine Ridge rd.. Waban. No one 
appeareu to oppose this petition. A 
hearing was then announced on the 
petition of Antonio Antonucci for a 
permit to erect and mnintain a gaso- 
line filling station at 383 Boylston st.. 
Newton Centre, on the now Worces- 
ter turnpike. M. L. Fahey, attorney 
for Antonucci. explained that there 
had been a previous nearing on this 
petition and the Board had given it 
favorable consideration, but through 
error, some of the abuttors had not 
been properly notified, so it was deem- 
ed necessary to call another hearing. 
No opposition developed and the Al 
dermon. later in the meeting, voted 
to grant the petition. 

The Licenses Committee split on 
the matter of recommending a per- 
mit for a one-car garage to Agnes 
Johnson at 153 Cliarleshank rd., New- 
ton. Alderman Hawkins, chairman 
of the committee, in whose Ward the 
locus is. dissented.

For years business men at Newton 
Corner have been complaining that 
they have been handicapped by lack 
of parking space at the business sec- 
tion there. A few years ago Mayor 
Weeks had a study made of this mat- 
ter at a cost of $500, so serious had 
this problem become. Parking at 
Newton Corner, as at other business 
sections is limited to one hour. Busi- 
ness men and citizens, therefore, made 
justifiable criticisms last week when 
an itinerant salesman from outside 
this city was permitted to park an 
automobile demonstrating a gadget 
for three days (including Saturday) 
at tlie busiest corner in Nonantum 
Square. This automobile occupied 
two parking spaces. If such a viola- 
tion of the city ordinances is per- 
mitted to one vendor, other outsiders 
can he expected to seek a similar 
privilege. The city official who per- 
mitted this infringement on the rights 
of Newton merchants and citizens ex- 
ceeded his authority and used poor 
judgment.
